The 
Department of Commerce and Labor 
bas made public the figures for June, 
the last month in the fiscal year. 

Within the twelve months’ period a 
total of 1,027,421 foreigners entered 
the United States. The previous ban- 
ner year was 1903, when the total num- 
ber was 857 (46 immigrants. More 
immigrants entered tho United States 
in the past year than during the entire | 
tour yearsof 1894, 1895, 1897 and 1898. |

"| Recorded At Clerk's- Office, July 20 To) Young Dorchester Countian Meets Death 


While Driving Over Raliroad At Rhodes- 


dale. Brought Hore in Dying 
Gonditlon. 


Albion McAllister, aged 19 years, 
was killed at the public crossing at 
Rhodesdale, Dorchester county, Wed- 
nesday night by the Ocean City Flier 
on the Baltimore, Chesapeake and At- 
lantic railway. He was crossing the 
track in a wagon, when it waa struck 


y the engine, demolishing the wagon 


and throwing McAllister about 40 feet, 
his body being found 14 feet from the 
rails. He was struck on the back of 
the head and never recovered con- 
sciousness, The vehicle in which he 
was driving was completely demolish- 
ed, part of the seat being found 80 feet 
from the crossing. The horse which 
escaped unhurt was caught about half 
an hour later up the road some dis- 
tance. 

The train was at once stopped and 
backed to the scene of the accident and 
‘McAllister, who though unconscious 
was alive was put on the baggage car 
and bronght to the Hospital at Salis- 
bury. He was badly crushed around 
‘the head besides sustaining internal 
injuries and died early Thursday morn- 
ing without having regained con- 
scionsness, 

He was prominently connected in 
his neighborhood. He was warned by 
some bystanders not to attempt to cross 
the track as the train was running at 
a speed of about 50 mile: an hour. 

The station hid the tracks from 
view and MoAllister evidently did not 
see how close the train was or what 
ita speed: He heard her blow but ex- 
pecting only the local thought there 
was time to cross the track, attempting 
which, he met his sad ending. 

He had been to Cambridge to take 
an examination for one of the college 
scholarships within the gift of the 
Dorchester County School Board, He 
graduated last year at the Vienna 
High School.

In speaking of bia position the ex- 
Governor said; 

“I cannot understand: how any 
in Maryland, at this late day, cam 
lieve such reports. After serious 
flection and careful consideration of 
the whole subject, which I regard as 
avery serious one, I long ago made 
up my mind that the amendment ought 
to be adopted and it should receive the 
support of all good citizens, without 
regard to party affiliations. I thought 
my position on this question was per- 
fectly well understood. 

„ have no ill feeling for the colored 
people and would do them no injus- 
tice. Indeed, I think my public and 
private record shows that I would aid 
them along all proper lines, but I am 
thoroughly convinced that the colored 
race should be eliminated from the 
politica of the State in the interest of 
both races. 

As I ave said before, I do not re- 
gard the question as one that should 
be treated along partisan lines. More 
than this, I am thoroughly convinced 
tat the removal of the colored race 
from the electorate will not inure gto 
the interest of those who strive by 
improper methods to control the 
of the Democratic party, I « 
understand why any man who 
from experience should doubt that an 
all white electorate would not promote 
independence of feeling and action ip 
both parties, and ald in the end gover- 
ment by the people instead of govern- 
ment by combinations or factions. 


Fears No Abuses. 


„ understand perfectly woll that 

certain eminent gentlemen have based 
their objections to the proposed amend- 
ment upon the ground that the partio- 
ular form of the amendment is objec- 
tionable, in that it la, as they allege, 
too drastic. As for myself, I have no 
fear that the registration officers of 
any party in Maryland will ever un- 
dertake to indulge in arbitrary oos- 
duct in considering the question of the 
right of white men to vote under the 
provision of the proposed amendment. 
There is no mord probability that this 
kind of conduct would be tolerated 
here, If attempted, that elsewhere in 
the South. 

“I did not start out, however to 
discuss the amendment, as I will leave 
that to others. In answering” your 
question, however, I did want to make 
it clear that my views upon this ques- 
tion are absolutely fixed; that Iam 
not only not indifferent, but inte- 
ly interested in the cause of white su- 
premacy in the State. I believe it 10 
not only important that all men who 
care for the future welfare of the 
State should support the amendment, 
but I believe if that support is mot 
given in this campaign a great oppor- 
tunity will be lost—an oppórtuníty 
which very probably will not be given 
again soon, ifever. When I think of 
the subject in this light, I cannot bat 
regard the whole question as 2 
mory far reaching importance 
public matter engaging the attention 
of our people since the Civil War.“

The subject of this sketeh was born 


at the Twilley homestead about three 


miles from Sharptown on the Sulis— 


bury road, in Sussex county, Delaware 
on August the 28. 1846. His boyhood 
and early manhood were spent on the 
farm, but when he attained his major- 
ity. he left the farm and opened a mer- 
cantile business in Sharptown.

SUCCESSFUL BUTTER MAKING 
Depends Upon Well Fed Cows, Per- 
fect Cleanliness and Vigilance. 
One must have good cows, as some 
cows will not make good butter uo 
dilerence how cared for. They must 
have good feed and feed that will 
not taste in the butter as some cows 
will always tell in the milk what they 
have been eating. Cleanliness in 


| making in making and in utensils 


is very essential. Keep milk cool, 
if the cream separator is not used. 
If cool enough you will never have 
to skim sour milk, and therein lies 
one of the most essential elements 
of good butter. Never skim over 36 
hours old if there does a little skim 
of cream come after, it is good for the 
pigs. Keep your cream jar from sour- 
ing until full and if not enough cows 
to fill in three or four days skim deep- 
er and then bring near the fire and 
sour immediately. Stir frequently 
while gathering cream. Some cows 
will make white butter all the year 
round, but at the same time it ts 
good butter and for that reason use 
a very small amount of coloring mat- 
ter, say three drops in a two gallon 
jar. If your cream is good it will 
take from 15 to 30 minutes to churn. 
Draw off the butter milk, with butter 
in churn, into bowl and salt. Use a 
medium cup of salt to five pounds 
of butter, Work evenly into butter 
and set ln a medium warm room. Aft- 
er it has stood two or three hours 
work all water and surplus salt out, 
mold and it is ready for the market. 
Do not let it get cold and set after 
salting, for that will spoil the grain, 
as you can not work satisfactory. 
You have now a butter that will keep 
sweet for weeks. But if put with 
strong butter it will soon absorb the 
odor. Rancid butter is made from 
overripe cream and may taste when 
taken from the churn all right, but in 
a few hours it's the same old sour 
cream.—Ind Farmer. 


COMBINED ICE HOUSE 
FARM CREAMERY 
The ice-house is built of feld bowl- 
ders, laid in cement mortar to the 
ground line, and common lime mortar 
above. The walls are twelve inches 
thick and eight feet high to the belt 
molding, above which are two feet 
of board walls covered with vertical 
shingles. The tower is twelve by 
sixteen feet at the base, tapering to 
three by four feet at the summit, 
which is twenty-four feet above the 
ground. A wind-mill of any approved 


pattern surmounts the tower, with a 
rod which connects with a pump at 
the base. The creamery is fourteen 
by sixteen feet with a piazza of the 
same size in front. The former ls 
clap-boarded to the belt, and shingled 
above. The tank, B, which occuples 
the second story of the tower, is eight 
feet In dlameter at the base and six 
feet bigh. Its actual capacity is 1.883 
gallons. The Icehouse, C, Is furred 
up inside with studding, three by four 
inches, two feet apart, to which Is 
nailed a lining of matched boards. 
The creamery, D, is thirteen and a 
half by fifteen feet Inside. At Il are 
creamers, which are supplied with 
water through pipes leading from the 
tank through the ice-house, by means 
of which water is cooled. At G Is 
a churn, which may be worked by 
power in the annex E or, if by hand, 
the annex may be omitted. At H isa 
butter molder, and J le the veranda. 
A structure like this will not only 
afford convenience for the care of 
milk and making butter, but furnish 
an ample supply of ice and water 
for general purposes. It should, if 
practicable, be set on ground so 
high that pipes leading from the tank 
will convey water to all parts of the 
dwelling house. 


Filtering to Absorb Germs. 

In the past few years It has become 
quite a fad with Alairymen, to draw 
the milk from the cow into a pall 
covered with a bat of absorbent cot- 
ton. The claim is made that the cot- 
ton retains the bacterla or germs that 
might otherwise reach the milk In 
the pall, but dairy teachers say that 
this statement Is overdrawn. Au a 
factor in securing absolutely clean 
milk, the cotton is very valuable, 
providing it is renewed when It has 
been used but a short time, as noth- 
ing but very soluble dirt“ can pass 
through it, but while dry cotton will 
prevent germs from passing through 
it, wet cotton will not and as a germ 
arrester the wet cotton is nearly val- 
ucless. Despite this fact, we consider 
Us use a good thing and advise that 
it be adopted in all dairies. 


Location of Our Roads.

Deep Sea Fish. 


Washington, D. C.. — Recent re- 
searches, '' said a member of the United 
States Fish Commission, ' tend to show 
that deep sea fishes are not black, as 
has customarily been axserted, but are 
brilliantly colored, the black skin 
serving merely as au effective back- 
ground to the varied tints produced by | Oa 
their luminous organs. 

Most of the deep sea flshes.“ con- 
tinued the scientist, ‘possess luminous 
organr, which, though they vary re- 
markably in details inthe different 
species, jet show a general resem- 
blance to each other and to the simi- 
lar organs of cuttle fishes. These lu- 
minous organs consiat essentially of 
gland cells, which are entirely filled 
with secreting nuclei, and may be re- 
garded as the source of light. Under 
these cells lies usually a thin layer ot — 
narrow and closely packed cells, which | 
act as a reflector. Between the lumi- 
nous cells and the skin are interposed 
cells of strong refractive power, which 
may be regarded as forming a lena, 
and the whole organ is enveloped ex- 
cept on the side nearest the skin in a 
mantle of dark pigment cells. 

‘Tho luminous organs are found in 
vations parts of the body, and occur 
both singly and in groups. Some of 
them aro furnished with muscles, 
which enablo them to be turned inward 
so that they may extinguish their 
light whenever they please, forming 
thus a sort of natural dark lantern. 
Their great diversity in structure in 
supposed to indicate a corresponding 
diversity in the color of the light 
emitted by them. The exact purpose 
of these organs can only be conjectured. 
The structure of the eyes of deep sea 
fishes is modified for adaptation to the 
phosphorhescent light emitted ty the | 
lominons organs.

The Mexican Navy. 

In these sfrenuous days, when the 
American nayy is advancing by leaps 
and bounds towards the head of the 
list of toe navies of the world, it Is 
Interesting to note the progress that 
| is being made aloug naval lines by 
| the sister republic of Mexico. James 
A. Le Roy, the United States consul 
ut Durango, in a recent report to this 
gov vemment, says: 

Recently two modern guuboats were 
added to the feet which for the pres- 
ent serves Mexico ab a navy. These 
gunboats were built in the United 
Stutes, at Blizabethtown, N. J., and 
two similar gunboats are now in pro- 
cers of construction at Genoa, Italy. 
Mexico has 30 far not acquired men- 
of-war, though she has in recent ycars 
devoted some attention to fortif' ing 
her coasts. Her fleet of gunboa’ ls 
dertgned, however, principally for prr- 
poses of patrol along her coasts, ↄ ad 
to curry small bodies of troops quiel:- 
ly to those regions Im the northw~ ii 
province of Sonora and In the south- 
ernmost territories of the republic, 
where uncivilized. tribes still, from 
time to time, create urdances. 

According to an icle recently 
printed in the Mexican Herald of Max- 
ico City*the Mexican navy at pre'ont 
consists of four small boats in the 
Gulf of Mexico and two in the Pacis 
besides small patrol boats In onth- 
ern waters.

TYPES OF BUCKWHEAT FLOWERS 


Important From 


Lesson Drawn 
Their Study. 
The blossoms of the common fleld 
buckwheat furrfish an interesting 1l- 
lustration of two distinct forms of 
flowers in the same species or kind of 
plant. For example, one buckwheat 
plant will have all its blossoms of 
one type and another plant will bear 
flowers which differ materially from 
the first, but are very uniform among 
themselves. In other words, the flow- 
ers of any one plant are all alike in 
Structure, but when all buckwheat 
plants are considered there are two 
Ee kinds. These two sorts are 
ind in about equal numbers upon 
any large area of ground; in short, 
they are intimately associated in the 
field, but, because of the smallness of 
the blossoms, are not usually distin- 
guished. There is, however, an impor- 
tant lesson of general application to 
be drawn from a consideration of the 
two types of the buckwheat flower. 


BUCKWHEAT FLOWERS. 


The two kinds of blossoms differ 
in two essentials, namely, the length 
of the stems and of the pistils. In the 
flower shown in Fig. 1 the pistil is di- 
vided into three parts at the top (st) 
and the tips extend some distance 
above the pollen pouches (a)! situated 
quite close around the base of the 
pistil. In the other flower, Fig. 2, 
the opposite conditions are present; 
the pistil tips (st) are low—not half 
as high as in Fig. 1, while the stam- 
ens (a) are long. If measurements 
are taken it is determined that the 
stamens of one flower are on a level 
with tips of the pistils in the other, 
and the pistil tips are as higheas the 
stamens in the other flower. 

Buckwheat flowers are frequented 
by bees for the honey they seerete in 
abundance from eight vellow glands 
at the base of the stamens. These 
insects go rapidly from flower to 
flower and do not confine their at- 
tention to one sort. It may be that 
the bees make no distinction, and 
there is no apparent reason that\they 
should, as both abound In nectar. It 
is easy to see that a large insect 
like the honey bee, in visiting such 
flowers, would have one portion of its 
body dusted with pollen from the short 
stamens and another with that from 
the long stamens, and at the same 
time it brushes the pollen of each 
upon receptive tips-of pistils of corre 
sponding lengths. 

This seemingly slight difference of 
a quarter of an Inch is a distance that 
cannot be disregarded, and nature 
will persist with these types, whether 
men recognize them or not, until a 
better method of securing wide fertil- 
ization is secured through the slow 
process of adaptation and the -survi- 
val of the most approved forms. 


Feeding of Chickens. 

The relative value of all grain and 
grain-and-meat rations was studied 
with 2 lots each containing 5 Barred 
Plymouth Rock cockrels, the ration 
of the former lot being made up of 
ground oats and barley 4:3 fed with 
akim milk, and that of the latter 
ground oats, barley and meat 4:3:1. 
In the 4 weeks of the test the aver- 
age gain per chicken on the grain ra- 
tion was 11b. 13.5 oz. and the cost of 
feed per pound of gain 5.4 cts. Sim- 
Har values for the,grain-and-meat ra- 
tion were 2 Tbs. 0.62 and 5.6 cts. 

“On killing and dressing, the two 
lots were found to be remarkably sim- 
ar as regards plumpness and weight. 
due largely, the writer thinks, to the 
uniformity of type. They furnished 
identical data as regards percentage 
of dressed carcass, and were only dis- 
tinguished into groups by the slightly 
yellow tinge of the ‘albgrain' fed 
birds; the chickens from the ‘grain 
and meat’ ration gave a perfectly 
flesh.” 


Bear in Mind. 
Poultry will not thrive ond damp 
ground. 

Sifted coal ashes make a BROS ma- 
terial for a dust bath; the only“ ob- 
jection noticed in using it is that 
it will color the feathers of a white 
fowl and give them a dirty appear- 
ance. 


Dyspepsia In Cattle. 

When dyspepsia becomes chronic 
the appetite is irregular and us de- 
praved. That is, the animal licks 
walls, stones or anything with which 
it comes In contact and takes up\dirty 
Straw and filth of any kind. The*coat 
begins to stare and the animal has a 
dull, ‘dejected appearance. Thero 
should be cleanliness in surroundings, 
pure drinking water, bathing in warm 
water and rubbing and currying to 
promote healthy action and give, in 
morning and evening, two drams of 
carbonate of soda, half an ounce of 
sulphur and half an ounce of gentian.

WHAT THE MOUTH TELLS. 


| Drooping Corners 
Fretfulness and Discontent. 

In these days of beauty experts ev- 
ery feature of a face may be more or 
less changed, but there is just one 
a woman makes herself, and which 
indicates her character. That one is 
her mouth, and by the lines about it 
one can tell whether a woman Is nerv- 
ous or placid, whether she has a sweet 
nature or a sulky one. For any of 
these influences the way she habitu- 
ally shapes her lips. As one woman 
summed It up:—“Your other features 
you are born with, but your mouth 
you make yourself.” 

In other words it can be trained, 
and is, and she is therefore a wise 
woman who makes it look pleasant 
even though she does not feel so. 

Looking happy is merely a trick 
of the lips turning upward a little at 
the corners. It is really just as easy 
to do this as to let them droop, as is 
habitually the case. But instead of 
looking as though life held some hap- 
piness the faces of women taken as 
they sit side by side in a street car 
are appalling. While they are not 
talking and the faces are in entire 
repose they look as though they had 
not a friend in the world and could 
never smile again.

When the corners of the lips turn 
up a trifle the face may be quiet, but 
still has an appearance of serenity 
which makes it extremely attractive, 
as it seems on the point of breaking 
into a smile.

Moreover, many a pretty face is spoll- 
ed by a peevish expression about the 
mouth, and instead of being an at- 
tractive person the woman Is quite the 
contrary.

‘enough, drooping corners emphasise 
the two long lines, possibilities of 
which are on every face, that run 
from the nose to the ends of the lips, 
and which always increase the effect 
of age.

The Wicomico County School Board 
has arranged the schedule of salaries 
for principals of district schools and 
assistants as follows: 

„The holder of a Second Grade Osr- 
tificate, whether an assistant or prin- 
cipal of a school, whose term average 
is 15 or more, if it be her firat or sec- 
ond year in teaching, shall receive 
$83.331, a term of two and one-half 
months; if it be her third year or more 
in teaching, $85 a term. Ifthe aver-

5 but is 13 or more, the salary shall 
be $75 a term; and if the average at- 
tendance is less than 13 but is 10 or 
more, the salary shall be $65 a term.

„The holder of a First Grade OCer- 
tificate, whether an assistant or @ h- 


cipal of a district school, whose term 
average is 15 or more, if it be her firat 
or second year in teaching, unless she 
be a professional graduate, shall re- 
ceive 890 a term; if it be her third year 
or more in teaching, or if she be a 
professional graduate, she shall receive 
$95 aterm. Ifthe average attendance 
of either is less than 15 but is 18 or 
more, the salary shall be $80 a term; 
and if the average attendance is less 
than 13 but is 10 or more, the salary 
shall be $70 a term.“ 


Salaries Of Principals Of Grammar And 
Graded Schools: 


The trustees of grammar or graded 
schools having more than one teacher, 
should make their appointments of 
principals from persons holding a first 
grade certificate. Any principal of 
such school, holding a first grade cer- 
tificate. in whose room there is an 
average attendance of 15 or more shall 
receive as a basis salary, if it be her 


first year in teaching $100 a term; if 


the average attendance is less th 
but is 113 or more, the basis 


tendance is leas than 13 but is 10 or 
more, the basis salary shall be $90 a 
term. If it be her second year in 
teaching, add $10, or if it be her third 
year or mor) in teaching add $0 to 
the above figures. For each asisstant 
add $5 each term to the above. 

It the holder of a second grade cer- 
tificate ir selected , principal of sach a 
school and the contract is approved, 
the School Board will fix the salary. 
When teachers have attended a Sum- 
mer School approved by the Dounty 
Superintendent $5 a term for the year 
immediately following such attendance 
may be added to the term salary above 
scheduled if the summer school attend- 
ed is within this State, and 810 a term 
if without the State.“

CALIFORNIA WILD GEESE. 


Men Employed to Keep Them Mov- 
ing—Not Allowed to Shoot. 


Wild geese are still so abundant in 
California that they are an actual pest | 
to the wheat growers of the great in- 
terior valleys. During the Winter sea- 
son they are so numerous on the 
largest ranches of the Sacramento 
valley that men are hired to ride over 
the fields with rfles and shoot at them 
frequently from daylight until dark, | 
in order to keep them moving and 
prevent them from grazing upon the 
tender young grain. 

The birds at times’ congregate in 
such immense flocks as to seem to 
cover closely acres of ground. Their | 
destructive powers are so great that 
in less than an hour, and sometin `s, | 

| 
| 


| 


it is said, in a few minutes, they 
completely strip from the field upon 
which they rest all the shoot of grain 
above ground. 

The men employed to keep the 
geese moving are called “geese herd- 
ers.“ They are not expected or re- 
quired to shoot the birds, but to keep 
firing at them, and so, as much as 
possible. drive them from the grain 
lands. 

The occupation of the goose herder 
is far from exciting or agreeable, and 
is one of the most despised of all 
rural employments in California, says | 
the Los Angeles Times. The herder 
must sally Torth when daylight ap- 
pears, for at dawn the geese begin to 
feed in the grain fields. Some of the 
wheat ranches are many square miles 
in extent, and one upon the west 
side of the Sacramento River, in 
Glenn county, embraces over 4,000 
acres. 

The herder must ride many miles 
in a day, and pursue his calling in all 
sorts of weather. Upon the largest 
ranches half a dozen or more herders | 
find steady employment during the 
Winter season. It may happen that 
in the course of months of steady 
work a herder will not shoot even 
one goose, although perhaps firing’50 
or 100 shots a day. 

The geese are wary, and do not 
allow any one to approach them with- 
in a few hundred yards. For this 
reason it is necessary for the herders i 
to use rfles, so that the bullets may 
strike the ground where the geese are | 
fecding and put them to flight. | 

It is a fine sight to see the wild | 
geese upon the wing at certain hours 
of the day, when they are flying to | 
or from the river or some body of | 
water where they drink. The sky at 
times seems filled with long. waving | 
lines, where the birds are flying in 
their peculiar V-shaped flocks, and 
the air is laden with their discordant 
calls.

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FAILURE OF JURIES TO AGREE. 


The failure of juries to agree upon 
a verdict is a frequent cause of the 
miscatriage of justice under the Brit- 
ish and American jury systems. In 
Cermany, in criminal cases, the agree- 
ment of two-thirds of the jury ts all 
that is necessary to support a ver- 
dict. The system we have inherited 
from England is more merciful to the | 
accused, and a unanimous verdict ts 
more likely to be convincing than a 
mero majority finding. In practice 
when unanimity is required, an etht- 
cal questicn arises which has troubled | 
some hyper-sensitive minds. Is the 
verdict to which the juror agrees de- 
rived from a conscientious weighing 
of the evidence heard, or is it the re 
sult of the persuasive powers of his 
fellows? In other words, is a juror 
justified morally in ylelding his Judg- 
ment to that of another juror upon 
whom the evidence has made a differ- 


ent impression?—Philadelphia 1.

Because the balance wheels of 
Watches expand and contract with 
changes of temperature, they run 
slower or faster, acoording to clroum- 
stances.

— It the franchise amendment is 
ratified it will do more for constitu- 
tional government than all public ed- 
ucation, costing millions of dollars, 
has done in forty years.

And hundreds and hun- 
dreds of white men will be reading it, 
too. It is the best scheme in the in- 
terest of constitutional goverument 
ever devised. With an understanding 
of the Constitution, knowledge of 
government will be attained. 

ORIENTAL PEACE. NEGOTIATIONS. 

At the meeting of the Russian and 
Japanese peace plenipotentiaries in 
Portsmouth, N. H., Baron Komura, 
the chief plenipotentiary for Japan, 
delivered to M. Witte, the chief plen- 
ipotentiary for Russia, a document 
setting forth the conditions on which 
Japan ia willing to make peace. It is 
intimated in the dispatches that there 
conditions include the payment of 
$1,000,000,000 indemnity, the surrender 
of the Isla id of Sanhalin, the cession 
of Vladivostok and the evacuation of 
Manchuria. In the absence of an 
authoritative statement the 
parties to the negotiations it must he 
assumed that the alleged conditions are 
based largely upon speculation. In

was said Japan would propose. 

Unless the Japanese envoys have set 
all precedents to naught, the conditions 
which they have submitted to the 
Ozar's representatives are not the 
‘irreducible minimum' of the Gov- 
ernment at Tokio. They represent, 
probably the basis on which the final 
settlement, if there is to be one, will 
be founded. The Japanese plenipo- 
tentiaries, after receiving M. Witte's 
answer—and that answer will be 
dictated from St Petersburg—will 
doubtless present ap alternative or 
modified proposition, unless their first 
offer embodies the only terms on 
which peace can be concluded.

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ACQUIRE GRACEFUL WALK. 
Dancing Cure For Awkward Young 

Women—Steps for Home Practice 

Almost the first thing taught by 
dancing masters is the proper way in 
which to point the toe. This means 
a simple enough feat—ao pun intend- 
ed. As a matter of fact, it is exceed- 
ingly difficult for the ungraceful girl | 
to learn. 

With the acquirement of this pri- 
mary lesson in the art, the beginning 
of graceful carriage is learned. Not a 
foot movement in fancy dancing, but 
is accompanied by movements or the 
arm and head. The entire body, in- 
inaeed, is brought into play and be- 
comes through constant practice lis- 
some where ft was stolid, lithe where 
it was as unbending as a tree trunk. 
One notices always in awkward peo- 
ple that the carriage of- the body is 
stiff and unbending, so that any exer ; 
cises which tend to overcome talg 
defect are to be commended. 

Pointing the toe, that is. really | 
pointing it, not merely thrusting it 
flatly forward, but genuinely pointing 
it and al the same time throwing her 
arms above her head In a graceful 
loop, is a good exercise aud one which 
will take some time to learn how 
properly to accomplish, easy as It 
sounds. When this has been sa (s- 
fac.urily tried, take the same position 
and at the same time bend tue vod 
as ur back as possible 

‘bry this repeated). five minutos at 
a time, with intervals Of rest be 
tween. If awkward ur heey on ‘he 
feet, try Leading the bens sud! aly 
forward al the walt line and, grasp- 
ing the skirt or clusping the hamis in 
front, Jumping up ligatly on one foot 
and extending the oth ras far behind 
you as possible as you jinan. This is 
a very good ererc.se to make one 
light upin the fat 

Another grace producing postis® is 
to point the toe aud at the sim ine 
throw one arm over the head. point- 
fox upward wit the dindor fhe jer, 
while the other hand polots te. ard 
the extended toe All these actions 
must be in unison to acquire the right 
dancing position That is to say, you 
must not first point the toe, and raise 
the arm over the head and then raise 
the other hand toward the toe, but 
you must execut all of them simul- 
taneousl). Therein lies one of the se- 
Crets of real grace. all attitudes sug- 
gesting grace of the entire body. 

At first you may have to try each 
action separately. Then try combin- 
inf them until you can take any pos- 
ture instantaneously by calling out to 
yourself its number, say, “number 
one“ for the first set: just given, 
“number two“ fur the next, and so on. 

If there are several giris in the 
family and they care to try these 
dancing positions they will get some 
fun and al the same time some real 
good out of them, if one acts as ac- 
companist and plays a minuet or oth- 
er music in stately measure while the 
rest try the postures, calling out the 
numbers according to the accentuated 
rhythm of the melody

AMERICAN BREEDING STOCK. 


A Plan For Its improvement and Se- 
lection of Animals. 

The most striking features or agri- 
cultural progress at the present time 
are the intense study which agricul 
turallsts. botanists, and horticultural- 
ists are devoting to the subject of sys- 
tematic and practical plant breeding 
and the very remarkable results 
which have been reached. New varl- 
eties of wheat have been evolved 
whose productiveness promises to add 
materially to the country's output of 
cereals; new varieties of cotton have 
been perfected; corn his been im- 
proved so that it will yleld not only a 
larger amount of grain per acre but 


| produce a higher percentage of pro- 


tein that was contained in the origi- 
nal varieties, and the statement is now 
being made that it will probably be 
but a short time until the nitrogen- 
gathering bacterla will thrive on the 
roots of this plant. These achieve- 
ments have increased directly the 
production of agricultural wealth. 

The methods by which this great 
work has been Inaugurated do not 
differ widely from those used by ant- 
mal breeders, for the principle: of 
heredity are undoubtedly the samo 
whether applied to plants or to ani- 
mals. Selection and pure breeding 
were potent methods in bringing 
about the results mentioned above 
Both are at the basis of success In 
animal breeding and have been ap- 
plied for generations. Both are fairly 
well understood by stocl wen lhe 
third agent, whose use has given tre- 
mendous Impetus to plant breeJding-— 
crossing between varieties and hybri- 
dizing between species—is rarely re- 
vorted to in animal breeding except 
for the production of market animals;

The lot 
pastured for 4 months and then fod 
in a pen for 1 month made an uver- 
age daily gain of 1.06 we. per head, at 
a cost of 3.04 cts. per pound, as com- 
pared with 0.8 W. and 4.05 cts. In the 
case of the lot fed in the pens fur the 
entire period, 

At the Manitoba Experimental Farm 
4 pigs fed spelt gained 389 pounds as 
compared with 407 Ibs. in the case of 
a similar lot fed mixed grain, the cal- 
culated profit in the two cases bung 
$4.00 and $9.75.

An Old, Unwritten Law and With Pew 
Exceptions Observed. 

The president must not leave the 
Un.ted States even fora day. This is 
an old, unwritten law which has been 
respected by all successors of George 
Washington, wits perhaps one or two 
axceptions. This resuicuon is not im- 
posed by statute. President MckKiniey 
emphasized his respect for this rule 
on his tour to the south and west. It 
wan unofficially announced that ne 
would meet President Diaz, oi Mexico, 
somewhere near the boundary o. 
sister republic. A controversy a. 0 
whether Mr. McKinley wignt prop ly 
cross the Mexican line, even fu. a 
tew hours, arose. Early in May, when 
he visited El Paso, Texas, where he 
was grected by President Diaz's. per- 
sonal representative, he expressed a 
desire to take a look into Mexico. 

From El Paso there extends into 
Mexico the International Hridge span- 
ning the Rio Grande. Whether the 
president would dure to cross this 
structure or not was the question 
which members of his party asked 
one another. He did not. He went 
to the bridge and caught a view of the 
Bierre Madre. Half-way across the 
bridge was a line. Stepping over 


this was putting foot upon Mexican 
territory. 


| 
President Harrison had ventured as 
far as this line ten years before, But Í 


President McKinley did nut do so 
much as place his foot upon the 
bridge. President Arthur was accus- 
ed of violating this unwritten law in 
October, 1883, upon a pleasure trip to 
Alexandria Bay, Thousand Islands. His 
political enemies accused him then of 
venturing across the Canadian line on 
a fishing excursion. Tho boundary 
between Canada and New York ex- 
tends to the middle of the St. Law- 
rence river. 

President Cleveland was similarly 
accused. On one of his hunting trips 
to North Carolina he sailed by the 
ocean route past Cape Hatteras. His 
enemies contended that he ventured 
outside the three-mile limit. 
ing to international law, a country's 
possessions extend for three miles 
outside its coast line. Plying the seas 
farther than this is leaving home ter- 
ritory. 

The president must not accept gifts 
of great value from inferiors in the 
federal service, but he may accept 
gifts from foreigners. Grant, McKin-

Yne Simplon tunnel pierces Mont 
Levu, in the Alps, making a straight 
line trom Brig, in Switzerland, to 
Iscile, in Italy. The boring was car- 


ried on from both sides of the moun- | 


lum, the work beginning in August, 
1898. The work consists of two tun- 
nels, a main and an auxiliary, paral- 
lel, with 50 feet from axis to axis, and 
ot one point the borings are one and 
a half miles below the surface, so 
that great heat had to be contended 
with. The tunnels are heavily arenen 
from end to end, to prevent the block- 
ing of the way by fragments of rock. 
rom the Swiss side the borings rise 
at a grade of one metre in 600, and 
from the Italian side 1 in 143. The 
summit is 9.572 kilometres from the 
Swiss portal and 10.197 from the Ital- 
iun end. By last November the main 
Swiss boring was carried over the 
sunimit, and when it had reached a 
peint about 300 yards from the Italian 
cnd it had to be stopped because of 
the difficulty encountered in the 
tprings of hot water. 

The Swiss. boring was carried to 
the eummit without much trouble, as 
the grade naturally carired off the 
filtration of water, which amounted to 
over 700 gallons a minute. When the 
turn was made the trouble began. In 
a distance of 1,000 yards between the 
summit and the face of the boring, 
the inflow of water was 1,608 gallons 
per minute, and with the water 
broveht in artificially for refrigerat-

A neck whitener is cream of cucum- 
ber, made at home and in a few muin: | 
ules. Take a cucumber, cut it up in | 
& pint of water, let it simmer tu.een 
Minutes, strain and botue, into tuis 
shake ten drops of benzoin. Use it; 
three times a week. | 

lu Paris they are whiteping the! 
neck with a cut tomato. Cut we to 
mato in slices and rub it on the neck 
well. Let it remain. on for tive man- 
utes. Then wash it off with very not 
water and plenty of soap. | 
In the water use a teaspoonful of | 
powdered borax to a quart of water. 
This will whiten the neck, it is said. | 

The lettuce lotion is also good. Cut 
up a heart of lettuce. Stew it in a 
Quart of water until it has simmered | 
down toa pint.. Then strain and add | 
half a teaspoonful of powdered borax 
an:i five drops of benzoin. | 

All the fruit acids are good for re- 
moving stains from the neck. One of 
the best is the strawberry. but it | 
must be used very carefully or it will 


| discolor the skin. 


For the neck it must be diluted 
with an equal quantity of water and 
made soft by the addition of a little 
borax. For the cheeks it can be used 
pute. 

A neck that is yellow requires a 
different treatment. It must be 
bleached. 

» Carbolated vaseline is good for the 
eck that la chapped and rough If 
he skin is in very bad shape It can be 
ubjected to a treatment which resen- 

bles the bleaching process upon the 

hands. 

Make a yood hand paste and apply 
in to the neok. Let it remain on for 
fifteen minutes or half an hour, and 
tale off with good soap. 

“The best shoulder and neck whit- 
ener,” says she, “is sour milk. Sour 
milk applied to the face, the neck and 
the shoulders will bleacn them. Let 
„it dry on. Don't wash it off for an 
hour. You cannot use It too often. 
It ie the best known bleach for the 
skin, 

“The sweet milk bath is pleasar ar 
and sometimes more available. Wa ue 
pure sweet milk, creamy and about 
a day old is the best. Wash the face 
and neck in It. 

“Women who have access to a but- 
termilk tub, as they call it in e 
country can have a nice skin. Taxe 
a cup of the buttermilk, put it in a 
shallow basin and hold the hands in 
it.

EARLY DUCKS FOR MARKET. 


The Duckling at Ten Weeks le Ready 
For Market. 

Perhaps the most notable departure 
in the poultry businéss of late years 
is the hatching of ducks with incubat- 
ors, fattening the young birds as rap- 
idly as possible, and shipping them 
early to market. The duckling at ten 
weeks weighs four to five pounds and 
sells at a fancy price in a quick mar- 
ket for more than a six months’ bird 
will command in the glutted market 
of autumn, to say nothing of the cost 
of keeping. The early spring chicken 
costs here fully eight cents per pound 
to produce, and requires twenty weeks 
to attain the weight that the duck 
gains in ten weeks under the system 
adopted. 

The Pekin duck Is the favorite, mak- 
ing the greatest gain in flesh In the 


shortest time on the young duckling, 
and giving the earliest eggs in the 
season as well as the greatest number 
per year. On Maple Farm the breed 
has been grown for generations In dry 
yards, with no water to exercise in, 
and they seem to have lost all desire 
for swimming. The only water they 
see is what they drink. When confin- 
ed in yards and well fed they do quite 
as well, if not better, than when they 
have the liberty of the farm. In 
winter as well as in summer the duck 
stands confinement better than the 
chick. 


CARE OF BEES IN WINTER. 


Dry Cellar of Equal Temperature. 
Honey Natural and Best Food. 

During the winter the bees are hud- 
dled close together in a compact clus- 
ter, the interior of which is at a nor- 
mal temperature, while the space out- 
side of it may be even below freez- 
Ing. As the season advances, and 
the weather gets warmer, the cluster 
expands itself, brood-rearing begins, 
honey is brought in, but all the work 
done is only inside of the cluster, as 
the temperature is too low outside 
of it to admit of anything to be done. 
As the weather gets warmer the clus- 
ter develops and completely fills the 
hive. 

It is a mistake to winter bees on 
sugar syrup, or anything but honey, 
except in an extremity—not because 
the bees will not winter on syrup, but 
for other reasons. Honey is the natu- 
ral, and therefore the best food. The 
work of storing the liquid, curing and 
capping it in the fall, when the bees 
oughf to be quiet, shortens their lives; 
in nine cases out of ten a good deal 
of the syrup will be left uncapped 
jn the bottoms of the frames, and will 
absorb moisture and deteriorate. 

There probably is no better place 
to winter bees than In a good, dry 
cellar; and if the beginner has such a 
cellar, I would advise hm to put his 
bees in it for wintering. While this 
is not absolutely necessary for safe 
wintering, yet there will be a great 
saving of honey to the aplarist, as well 
as better chances for successful win- 
tering. If the cellar has a variable 
temperature it will not be as good for 
the bees as would one in which the 
temperature could be kept as nearly 
at 45 degrees as possible. If the cel- 
lar is of too variable temperature, 
the bees doubtless would be better 
out of doors. There are many ways 
‘of fixing the hives, but doubtless the 
cheapest plan is to leave on the hive- 
covers, sealed down tight, but with 
the bottom-boards entirely removed 
The first tler of hives should be set 
eight inches apart, and the next tler 
be set in top of these, and directly 
over the space between each two 
hives; the next in the same way on 
top of these, until as high as wanted.

Methods of Fattening Chickens. 

The relative merits of fattening 
chickens in pens and crates was stud- 
led with 4 lots of 6 chickens each. 
In the case of the 2 lots fed in pens 
the average gain per chicken in the 
4 weeks covered by the test was 1 Ib. 
9.33 oz. and 2 Tbs. 4.6 oz., the cost 
of a pound of grain being 6.7 cts. and 
6.3 cts., respectively. 

In the case of the lots fed in crates 
thé average gain per chicken was 1 w. 
9.66 oz. and 2 Ibs. 2.33 oz. the cost 
of a pound of gain being 6.2 cts. and 
6.6 cts. The proportion of edible and 
Donedible portions in the dressed 
Chickens was recorded in both cases, 
the proportion of dressed carcass be- 
ing the larger in the case of the chick- 
ens fed in crates, while the flesh of 
the pen-fed birds, it is stated, was 
Slightly the yellower.—Canada Expt. 
Farm Rpts.

WHAT TO EAT. 
Stuffed Onlens. 

Boll medium-sized Spanish oniens 
lo slightly salted water for an hour, 
changing the water three times. Lift 
them out with a cloth and scoop out 
a part of the center. Fill the cavity 
with a dressing of two tablespoonafuls 
bread crumbs, one large teaspoonfal 
grated cheese, one teaspoonful catsup, 
a little cream, salt and pepper. Mash 
a little of the onion centers with these 
wrap cach onion in a piece of butter- 
ed tissue paper, twisting the æd to 
gether securely. Bake in a buttered 
pan in a moderate oven nearly an 
hour more. Remove tbe paper, ppt in- 
to a buttered dish, sprinkle with a 
little salt and pepper and pour melted 
butter over the tops.

Baked Bread Pudding. 

Put quarter pound of bread crumbs 
into @ bowl with quarter pound of 
flour, quarter pound of sugar, six 
ounces of currants and sultanas mixed 
and a pinch of salt. Then rub fm sis 
ounces of clarified drippings, and when 
thoroughly mixed stir in two eggs, 
beaten up with threequesters af a cup 
of milk; and a small teaspoonful of 
baking powder to the flour before 
mixing. Pour the mixture iato a well- 
buttered Yorkehire puddigg paa, 
spread evenly and bake in @ moder- 
ate oven. When done, turn it out, 
cut Into squares, sprinkle plentifully 
with sugar and serve hot. 


Inexpensive Bread. 

Break two cups of compressed yeast 
into a gill of lukewarm milk in whick 
has been dissolved a teaspoonful of 
sugar. Stand five minutes to dissolve 
the yeast thoroughly. Put four quarts 
of flour iato the bread-ralser and 
make a hollow in the center, Altus the 
flour on the sides. In this holloW put 
one and onehalf pints of | erm 
(not hot) water, an even spooatul of 
salt and a spoonful of lard and the 
Gisgolved yeast. Stir well, adding 
about one-half of the flour from the 
sides, and sprinkle a laude flour over 
ft. Let it stand in a warm place about 
two hours to rise. Knead for about 
fifteen minutes, or until the dough 
works clean from the hands, adding 
more flour, if necessary, and let stand 
until light, which will be in about 
three hours. Now knead slightly on 
the board, put into three small or twa 
large pans, and let it stand until the 
pans are full, which will be in about 
an hour. Bake in a moderate oven 
one hour,

Partially Visible In This Section On Aug. 30. 
Extensive Astronomical Preparations 
Being Made To Examine It. 


The most important astronomical 
event that has taken place for several 
years will be the eclipse of the sun on 
the 30th of this month, which will 
prove a most interesting phenomenon 
and which will be partially visible 
here. It ix a total eclipse of pretty 
long duration, and the line of central 
eclipse passes through several regions 
which are conveniently accessible for 
observing parties, 

The eclipse is total at sunrise in 
Manitoba, just north of the United 
States boundary. Thence the shadow 
sweeps eastward across Canada,” north 
of the settled districts, and comes out 
on the Labrador coast. It turns some- 
what to the southward as it crosses 
the Atlantic and reaches land again 
on the Spanish coast near Cape Finis- 
terre. Crossing Spain the shadow 
traverses the Mediterranean, passes 
near Tunis, enters the Nile near As- 
saun, aud Unally bids farewell to the 
earth somewhere in Arabia less than 
three hours after it began in Canada. 
The duration of the total phase is the 
greatest in Spain, where it is about 
three and threo quarter minutes, while 
it is about two and ono half minutes 
in Labrador, and a little less than thrae 
minutes in Egypt. 

Several parties of astronomers are 
going to Labrador, and many more to 
stations in Spain and Algeria, so that 
a goodly store of observations may be 
expected, if only the weather behaves 
as well as it did in 1900, when the 
track of the shadow on the European 
side of the ocean was a' most the same 
as at prosent. 

Weather permitting, a great deal of 
spectroscopic and other information 
about the sun's surrounding will un- 
doubtedly be obtained. Perhaps the 
most Interesting observations from an 
amateur's standpoint are thoso that 
will be made in the search for a pos- 
sible small planet nearer the sun than 
Mercury by photography of the whole 
reg ion of the sky near the eclipsed 
sun. 

This has been done at several recent 
eclipses without result, only known 
stara being fonud on the plates; but 
the brilliant success, of the photo- 
graphic methods in finding new sat- 
tellites makes one fecl that the search 
for an intro-Mercurial planet ought to 
be continued a little longer.

A LESSON IN BEE EC... av. 
Marvelous Family Ties Exists Among 
the Little Honey Makers. 

„It is as certain as anything can be 
that at one time the bee was siwply 
male and female. The irrespun.ivie 
male buzzed about getting his uwo 
living, marrying and dying. ‘lhe re- 
sponsible female not only got her 
own living, but that of her children. 
Somehow, they came to see fhe ad- 
vantage of communal effort, and, „ist 
as women say now: “If you'll wash 
the dishes; I'll wipe em,“ one female 
bee said to the others: “I'll be ae 
mother if you'll get the living. It 
was a bargain, and they took the 
drones to board. Somebody had to 
look ont for them. The queen of a 
bee hive does not rule; she lays eggs, 
She does not mind the babies. she 
does not even do her own digesting, 
letting alone getting the food. ‘ihe 
attendants that surround her are uot 
continually bowing and scraping sad 
saying: ‘Your Majesty: they are 
feeding her with bee-milk, 
by glands in their heads. It is .ike 
the chyle poured into our blood, tood 
so perfect that the queen does not 
need to leave the hive from time to 
time to keep it clean and sweet. She 
has to be fed continually, tor at ver- 
tain periods she has the power of pro- 
ducing from 2,000 to 3,000 eggs a day, 
twice her own weight—four times, 
indeed, for more than half her weight 
is eggs. In her lifetime a very pro- 
lifc queen will lay 1,500,000 eggs. 
Put each of these little grains, one- 
fourteenth of an inch long, end to 
end, and they will make a line of a 

mile and three-quarters. 

‘She possesses the power of choos- 
ing which of her offspring shall be 
drones and which workers. Some 
have thought that this was automatic, 
and that the narrower worker cell 
touched the button, so to speak, that 
brought forth a fertilized egg. But 
the queen will lay worker eggs in 
drone cells if she thinks fit, so that 
settles that. 

“If the drone is male and the queen 
female what is the worker? The New 
Woman of Bee-dom. She has given 


up he motherhood for a business car- | 


eer. Sometimes, though, she lays 
eggs, but they always hatch out 
drones, of which it is strictly true to 
say: They have a mother, but no 
father. If the queen's wings are crip- 
pled so that she cannot make her 
marriage flight, her children are all 
drones. An Itallan queen in a hive 
of black bees will beget workers of 
mixed blood, but her sons are pure 
Italians.

About this 
time the bees, angry bees, begin 
pouring out at the entrance, and from 
the top of the hive, and then the bee- 
keeper begins to use the smoker; but 
the bees are mad, now, 
amount of smoke will pacify them. 
The most important place to use 
smoke, la at the entrance, and It 
should be used there as the first step 
in opening a hive. Subdue the bees 
first, then all of the jarring will only 
make thelr subjection the more com- 
plete. So many times has some man 
cautioned me about attempting to ex- 


amine some colony, saying the bees 


were perfect tigers, and that I would 
be stung terribly, I always say: 
“Give me the smoker.” I give them a 
good, thorough smoking before at- 
tempting to open the hive.

Little indeed has 
this todo with the present situation 
which the Democratic party of Mary- 
land is attempting to better.

It tends to degrade 
and lower s ciety at large, because the 
posse sion of the ballot takes the ne- 
gro, urged on, abetted and coddl -d by 
umcrupulons politicians, out of. his 
proper useful sphere and by toying into 
the white man's wor'd of life, thought 
apd action renders him unfit for his 
daily toil, and a continuous menace to 
the peace and good order of a commnn- 
ity.

however does not believe that drinking 
water has anything to do with the de- 
cline of the disease. 

It has been demonstrated.“ he says 
„the only way in which malaria can 
be contracted is by the bite of a cer- 
tain kind of mosquito—the anopheles 
—which has itself become infected by 
sucking the blood of a person who is 
infected with the malaria parasite. 
The drainage of pools, by exterminat- 
ing the breeding place of malaria- 
carrying mosquitoes; the use of qui- 
nine by killing the parasites in the 
human body, the screening of houses 
by keeping infected mosquitoes from 
inoculating healthy individual, if 
carried far enough would suffice to ex- 
terminate malaria from the world.“ 

It is believed, however, that the use 
of quinine is one of the chief factora 
in the decline of malaria, although 
this is probably secondary to some un- 
explainable natural causes. In local- 
ities where the sanitary conditions 
have shown no improvement during 
the last decade the disease has, never- 
theless, showed a marked diminution. 

Twenty years ago malaria was a 
scourge in Maryland. The cases are 
now 80 rare that patients suffering from 
the malady are in demand in hospital 
clinics. The disease was prolific on 
the Eastern Shore of Maryland and in 

the lowlands around Baltimore city. 
It is now almost extinct on the Eastern 
Shore, and the physiciaus in the low 
country near the city have only a few 
cases to look after during the fall and 
summer months when it was formerly 
most prevalent. Dr. Watson quotes 
Defoe to show the disastrous effects of 
malaria in marahy countries several 
centuries ago. It was in 1722 of which 
he wrote the following; 

»The men, being bred in the marsh- 
es and being seasoned to the place, 
did pretty well with it, but they al- 
ways went into uplands for a wife, and 
that, the women coming from these 
parta into the fogs and damp, present- 
ly changed their complexion, got an 
ague or two, and seldom held it more 
than a year, and then the men go to 
the uplands again and fetch another,

About the words “the secret police“ 
there is a pretty alr of mystery.

As a matter of 
fact, this branch of the police, though 
disguised in plain clothes, is not at all 
occult, It has to do with plain and 
simple crimes. Most of the agents 
of the surete are old soldiers, hon- 
orable men. They are supplemented, 
however, by a band of quasi-pulice, 
known as Indicateurs. These people, 
who are permanent auxiliaries of the 
service, are recruited among the 
street fakirs and and miasterless 

— 
rogues who foregather in Paris.“ 

But behind these humdrum agents 
and these gloomy outcasts, theirs aids, 
there is a mighty ‘secret police,’ 
about which not one Parisian in a 
hundred has definite knowledge. The 
real sceret police—today, as under 
the cmpire—is that which is known 
as the brigade des recherches—that 
is, the brigade of investigation. The 
members of this force are recruited 
in a far higher rank of society than 
the fellows of the surete. Indeed, 
there is no class—from the old nobil- 
ity to the new feudality of finance— 
which does not contribute this occult 
system of esplonage. It is not my 
purpose here to describe in detail the 
many ramifications of this ancient and 
potent order of sples. 

A foreigner in France, {if he asso 
clates frequently with people of im- 
portance, comes In time to know them 
well) They follow him in his comings 
and goings, report upon his acts and 
opinions. and sift his life with a care 
unknown in our careless republic.

The doctor's recorl was 
singularly complete He had not 
spoken with a man, he had not chat- 
ted with a woman, he had not dined 
out or breakfasted in my garden, he 
had not bought a palr of yellow gloves 
unseen by some ubiquitous spy. The 
amazed gentleman, when he learned 
how close had been the watch woon 
him, shuddered as If he had waren 
in peril, and went back to New Vork 
wondering. So close are the meshes 
of this pollice net that not even a

Ten Inches to the Foot. 

Prof. W. Le Conte Stevens, acting 
on the theory that the metric system 
can only be made popular in this coun- 
try by adopting its decimal plan while 
changing the present names of famil- 
lar weights and measures as little as 
possible, suggests the following 
changes: Let the yard be made 
equal to tho metre; let the foot be 
made the fourth instead of the third 
part of a yard, and let it have ten 
instead of twelve inches; let the 
pound be made equal to half a kilo 
gram; let the quart equal the litre; 
let the ton be 1,000 kilograms; let 
the pint, gallon, peck, and bushel be 
defined in terms of the quart. Prof. 
Stevens points out that In this way 
the inch would be shortened less than 
2 per cent., but he admits that even 
this slight change would = Iinconve- 
nience mechanical engineers and ma- 
chine manufacturers, 


Decrease of Consumption. 

Genoral statements as to the prog- 
ress made in checking the ravages of 
consumption are always Interesting, 
but it is much better to have specific 
statistical information upon the sub- 
ject. Vital statistics have been taken 
in Massachusetts since 1842. In ali 
the years before 1857 the annual death 
rate from consumption was nearly or 
quite four thousand to a million in- 
habitants. The rate had declined al- 
most steadily ever since. It was about 
thirty-two hundred to a million in 
1892, and less than sixteen hundred 
In 1902—the lowest point reached up 
to that time.: Corresponding figures 
for England show a similar decrease. 
The system of keeping vital statistics 
has not been general enough to make 
sure that all states can present as 
good a record of progress as Maas- 
achusetts, but all the facts that are 
available are encouraging.

PIGEON POSTMEN IN WAR. 


Bird Which Carried 800,000 Worde on 


Its Tail Feather. 


It is a curious link with long-gune 
centuries that the beleaguered people 
in Port Arthur have been using car- 
rier pigeons to keep in touch with the 
Outside world, just as the good folk 
of Modena did not much less than 
2,000 years ago. 

But the most inteersting use of pig- 
eons in war was undoubtedly when 
they did such excellent service during 
the siege of Paria a generation ago. 
The pigeons, it may be remembered, 
were sent out of the doomed city by 
balloons—363 of them; of these, 302 
were Ilberated, but only seventy-three 
set foot again in Paris. It is amaz- 
ing. even in this age of miracles, to 
think that a single one of these pig- 
eon postmen curried no fewer than 
40,000 messages, each contaln.ng on 
an average 20 words. Tris meana a 
grand total of 800,900 words or the 
equivalent of half a dozen fairly long 
novels, as the burden of a single bird. 

How was it done? Part of the mys- 
tery vanishes when we say that the 
weight of all these dispatches was 
actually less than a gramme, about 
onetwenty-eighth of an ounce, and 
that they were contained within a 
goose quill one and three-quarter 
inches long, which was attached by 
a silk thread to one of the bird's tail 
feathers. The puzzle, however, re- 
mains how It was possible to get over 
three-quarters of a million words with- 
in this tiny compass. 

The secret of this seemingly im- 
possible feat was microscopic pho 
tography. The messages were first 
Printed in ordinary type, and then 
reduced by photography several hun- 
dred times. The photographs were 
taren on thin films or pellicles of col- 
low.on, each of which, though it was 
less than two inches square, could 
thus contain 50,000 words. Of theae 
pellicles a pigeon could easily carry 
a dozen without Interfering with its 
comlort or speed, and, as we have 
sevu, one bird alone conveyed 40,000 
messages. 

But a pigeon has carried as much 
as threc-quarters of an ounce for a 
short distance. This weight would 
represent something like 800,000 mes- 
sages, or 16,000,000 words; so that 
under these conditions, it would be 
quite possible for a pigeon to carry 
a small library of 120 volumes on its 
tail. 

So impressed were army men gen- 
erally with the usefulness of the pig- 
oon as demonstrated in the Franco- 
Ge:man war that it was not long be 
foio practically every nation in Eu - 
rope had its trained military plgobon s; 
und today there are more than 60,- 
military pigeon stations in Europe. 

We were among the last to adopt 
this simple and efficient method of 
carrying messages in time of war; 
but now we have excellent lofts at 
Portsmouth, Dartmouth and else 
where, where birds are kept and train- 
ed in a most scientific manner. 

In the Portsmouth lofts, which are 
in the Royal Clarence Victualling 
Yard at Gosport, is an office where the 
official log-books are kept with the ut- 
most detail and precision. Thero are 
stud registers, and report books In 
which the doings of every pigeon are 
chronicled; one volume is devoted to 
a record of times of liberation, anoth · 
er to pigeons homing at the loft, and 
in another volume the various mes- 
sages carried by the birds are pasted. 
Among these it fe interesting to no 
tice many that havo been sent to the 
lofts by members of our royal family 
when crossing the channel. The mo- 
ment a bird enters the loft it is auto- 
matically shut into a box by the 
dropping of a nolseless slide, and an 
electric bell summons an attendant 
to take the message it has brought. 


Poisons In Vegetables. 

In preserving foods the natural col- 
ors of food products tend to fade and 
diminish with time. In order that 
this fault be renucdied, the use ui vul., 
loring matters has become almost 
universal in some forms of food pro- 
ducts. For instance, some time ago 
1 was unable to find in the city of 
Washington a single pound of uncol- 
ored butter. Tomatoes and other red 
vegetables and fruita are often col- 
ored with eosin; preserved peas and 
beans, as la woll known, have the 
green fixed and accentuated by the 
use of a very objectionable substance, 
namely, sulphate of copper. Added 
red coloring matters are often found 
in wines. Preserved cherries are firat 
bleached so as to become white, then 
colored a beautiful red, and many oth- 
er objectionable practices of similar 
kinds are indulged in. 

It is probably true that the palat- 
ability of foods is increased by having 
them presented in attractive forma, 
and to this end the natural colors 
which food products have and w 
aro regarded as indexes of purity asd 
excellence should be retained as care- 
fully as possible, This, however, does

After many years’ experience in 
growing raspberries, I find no soil 
more satisfactory than a good mellow’ 
loam with a clay subsoil. If the clay 
subsoll has a little mixture of gravel 
with it, so much the better. 

The Gregg black raspberry is an old 
timer that I find gives best results 
when a good coat of barnyard manure 
is scattered around the hills early in 
the spring. If you are rushed with 
work in early spring the winter Is 
just as well on level ground. 

The Loudon red raspberry would be 
all right if it were not subject to root 
gahl, and on this account I wish that 
it could be discarded from the list of 
good sorts. It undoubtedly would 
have been discarded before this had it 
not been profitable for nurserymen to 
offer the plants for sale, as much 
money was back of the varicty to 
boom it. 

If your raspberries are not doing as 
well for you as In past seasons possl- 
bly you are not keeping watch for the 
anthracnose sort of coppery looking 
spots and slight dents in the bark of 
the fruiting canes. If the hills are 
young I cut out the canes that are 
diseased, If old plants then I find the 
best plan is to dig them out and burn 
the brush. 

A mistake that many growers make 
is to plant out too large an acreage 
of raspberries. Raspberries as well 
as any of the other bush fruits, need 
better care than generally is given 
them. A certain grower reasoned this 
way: “I will put out a good big lot 
of them and cultivate three or four 
times and then let them take care of 
themselves.“ The fruits of this man's 
labor was just about what one might 
expect—a berry inferior in size, 25 
per cent of a crop and a class of ber- 
ries that generally causes a glut in the 
market. 

If the large acreage man would set 
out one-half the acreage he had in 
mind then scatter plenty of manure 
around the hills and work It into the 
soll thoroughly he would realize more 
clear profit. 

The best results in manuring the 
raspberry are secured by applying the 
manure each season. Don't think It 
will do to let the first season's appli- 
cation do for three or four years, but 
apply it liberally, each season, and It 
will surprise you to find out how much 
you can grow even on a small plot of 
ground of this fruit. 

It is unwise to cultivate raspberries 
late in the season. Plenty of time 
should be given for the new fruiting 
canes to ripen up before winter sets 
in thus enabling the plants to be har- 
dy enough to stand a very cold win- 
ter. 

Plenty of humus or vegetable mold 
in the soll is congenial to the rasp- 
berries as it grows a strong healthy 
cane early in the season. 

As easy as it Is to start a new patch 
of raspberries I would have a new 
one coming on so that I could dig up 
the old one after it had given me 
three or four crops.

Prevention of Chlörosle in Trees. 

The use of sulphate of iron for the 
prevention of chlorosis is commented 
upon, this chemical being used not 
only to water about the roots, but also 
as a spray to the leaves. When used 
in too strong a solution; it frequently 
injures the follage to a very consider- 
able extent. 

A treatment is described which con- 
sists of thoroughly spraying the trees 
late In autumn with a concentrated 
solution of copper sulphate. This 
treatment has been successfully ap- 
plied in a number of Instances, and it 
is further recommended for the horl- 
zontal branches of the trees that, cut- 
ting through the bark at intervals of 
about a foot, will aid in admitting 
the iron salt to the tree and obtain 
more rapid results. Another method 
mentioned is that of boring small 
holes into the affected trees and put- 
ting from 4 to 12 gm. of sulphate of 
iron into the tree trunk. 


Apple and Cherry Trees. 

Apple and cherry trees should ordl- 
narily be sprayed three times each 
season: (1) Just before the blossoms 
open; (2) immediately after the blos- 
soms fall; (3) seven to ten days after 
the second application. The best ma- 
terial to use is the combined mixture 
of Bordeaux and Paris green, consist- 
ing of four pounds copper sulphate, 
four pounds lime, and four ounces 
Paris green to fifty gallons of water. 
The lime is slaked in water and dilut- 
ed to twenty-five gallons. The cop- 
per sulphate is dissolved and Iike- 
wise diluted to twenty-five gallons. 
The Paris green, previously mixed 
with a small quantity of water, is 
added to the diluted lime mixture. 
Then the diluted lime and the diluted 
copper sulphate aro poured together 
and thoroughly stirred. 


Indian Superstitions.

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JAPANESE FINE ARMY SURGERY. 


Effective Discipline Better Maintained 
When Surgeon Is An Officer, 

Major Seaman said that the Sur- 
geon General of the army should be 
at least a major general. Without 
rank and prestige he said the medical 
officers of the army would be unable 
to enforce the respect and discipiine 
necessary for effective service. A 
lack of such rank and prestige was 
the curse of the British medical ser- 
vice, which, in his opinion, is as far 
behind the Japanese as is the Amer- 
ican. 

Major Seaman relates his observa- 
tlons of the medical service of the 
Japanese army during the Manchurian 
campaign. He sald:— 

“We are not to be compared with 
the Japanese in medical and sanitary 
organization. They have a medical 
director of thelr army who ranks as 
a lieutenant general. They have six 
officers who rank as major generals, 
They have on 
adier general With every 20,000 men 
in the line, and they have the power 
to enforce their orders. I was at 
Hiroshima last summer when 9,860 
men were brought from the front. Of 
that number only 34 died. The vast 
majority of them got well and were 
returned to the front. 

There were 1,106 brought to Tokio— 
a great many stretcher cases—and of 
that number not a single maf died, 
although they were shot in almost 
every possible way. Six of them had 
bullets through the brain in different 
directions. Nine had bullets through 
their chests. Six had bullets through 
thelr abdomen, the point of exit and 
entrance being discernible in all 
cases. And they all got well. That 
was because they were fed on a ration 
that is a rational ration, and they 
did not have their systems loaded 
with uric acid and other elements 
that excite Inflammation after injury 
and cause death. 

“It is much too early to sumbit 
statistical proof, but from careful ob- 
servation I venture to predict the 
records of the Japanese hospitals will 
show a large reduction in the per- 
centage of mortality from casualties, 
especially in penetrating wounds of 
the skull, chest and abdomen, and in- 
juries to osseous structures; Indeed, 
of every variety of wounds except per- 
haps those of the spinal cord, when 
compared with the statistics of former 
wars.—New York Herald. 


Origin of the Deadly Yellow Peril. 
The discovery of yellow fever, ac- 
cording to a student of the disease 
in this city, dates back to the first 
years of the discovery of America, 
when the disease broke out among the 
sallors of Columbus in San Domingo. 
But the first authentic account is of 
an epidemic which occurred in the 
Barbados in 1647. Since then innum- 
erable epidemics have ravaged the 
cities of North and South America, 
Central America, and even Europe. 

During the Napoleonic wars the 
most extensive epidemics occurred. In 
1800 Cadiz was visited by this 
scourge, which attacked 48,000 out of 
67,000, 8,000 dying In a few months. 
One of the worst epidemics which 
has ever ravaged the United States 
occurred In 1853 and extended along 
the Atlantic coast through all tho 
Southern states and as far north as 
Rhode Island. One hundred and 
twenty-five thousand persons were 
stricken, more than 20,000 dying of 
the disease. 

A pecullarity of the germ of yellow 
fever is that it may be carried long 
distances and preserve its vitality for 
months. During the epidemic of 1800 
in Cadiz there was an instance of this. 
A native fleeing from the Infected 
city went to his villa in Medina Si- 
donin, and there dled of the dise se 
on his arrival. The house was Imme 
diately closed and the following war 
the articles of clothing and furniture 
were sold to a dealer in junk. He 
died of yellow fever in a few days 
and the epidemic which followed was 
directly traced to this case. 

The infected trunk of a man who 
had died in the Barbados of the dis- 
ease was tho beginning of the out- 
break in Philadelphia in 1741. 

The effects of this man, a Mr. Bing- 
ham, were sent out from the place 
where he died and the germs had 
enough vitality in them when the 
trunk was unpacked to lead to a dis- 
astrous outbreak. Individuals of all 
ages and races are attacked. It was 
at one time thought that the creole 
was immune, but this is found tot p 
mistake. The negro is not as sus pè 
tible as the white man, but he Is Sy 
no means exempt. One attack, as a 
rule, seems to render the victim 
immune for life, though the im- 
munity may be lost by a proloncoed 
stay in a northern climate. Ye’ ow 
fever is a hot-weather disease, beng 
most prevalent in June, July and 
August. One or two frosts may ar- 
rest an epidemic, though it may re- 
appear on the return of warm 
weather.

NEW. MACHINE SHOPS |NEGROES IN WASHINGTON] T 


Of R. D. Grier Completed And Now Occu- 
pled. Comprises An Equipment And 
Arrangement Perfected By 
Experience. 


The new machine shops of Mr. R. 
D. Grier are now completed and the 
machinery i; being gradually moved 
in, work going on in both the new 
and the old buildings. The new build- 
ing which was commenced in March is 
of brick, two story, the main part be- 
ing 80x40 feet, with an octagon front 
forming the offices. On the left is 
Mr. Grier’s private office while the 
right is fitted up as the general office, 
a telephone booth and lavatory heing 
connected. The lower floor of the 
main building is the machine shop 
which is fitted up with a new boiler 
and new engine of larger capacity 
manufactured by A. B. Farquhar Co., 
of York, Pa. This engine, which is 
of the Ajax pattern rans almost noise- 
lessly. Hoisting cranes, elevator, drills 
and lathes of the most approved style 
are aids to the best work. The build 
ing which was designed from 31 years 
experience by Mr. Grier himself is 
one of the best arranged in the coun- 
try. The lighttwhich is plentiful, 
falla directly on the point of work, the 
machines being s» placed that this ia 
possible. Electric lights illuminate 
the building when needed, the current 
being obtained asin the past two yeara 
from a private dynamo in the shops. 

The upper floor is a storage room 
with a pattern room partitioned off. 
An ell from the main building furn- 
ishes space for blacksmith shop and 
boiler room. 

The building formerly occupied by 
the ahops ie to be used principally as 
a Ware house but a portion of the 
machine work will be done there, the 
foundry remaining in the same place. 

_ Steam will be carried from the new 
boiler to the engine in the old build- 
ing by an underground pipe thu; fur- 
nishing power for such machinery as 
will remain, among which is the large 
nine ton lathe for turning off steel 
tires of locomotive driving wheels. 

Since 1888 Mr. Grier has increased 
his business from $3,000 a year to about 
660,000 a year and with the greatly 
enlarged storage space and new shop 
he expects to still farther increase this 
already large output. He will carry 
a larger stock of mill supplies besides 
gasolene engines, Ajax engines and the 
P. Hoe Circular saws. The offices and 
shops with their lateit improvements 
and improved facilities leave little to 


May Only illustrato What Conditions May 
Be in Baltimore And Other Maryland 
Cities Unless Suffrage Amend- 
ment ts Passed. 


There is no place on thisearth quite 
so sweet to the average negro as the 
City of Washington. It is a negro 
paradise, a promised land to those who 
long to come and those who. arrive 
have to admit its a land of fulfillment. 
The negro has all his righta here and 
some more. He generally manages to 
occupy rather more than the space a 
passenger is expected to take in a street 
car, and he need: more room on the 
sidewalk than is taken by the Anglo 
Saxon. I have frequently seen every 
white man standing in a car in order 
that the women may have seats, and at 
the same time several women hanging 
to straps, while big, strong negroes 
had ocmfortable scats. I have often 
seen negro men in Washington keep 
their their seats when white women 
entered acrowded car. and allow them 
to stand though every white man was 
on his feet. 

But when a negro woman entered 
the darkies would riso at once and 
offer their seats to their dusky fem- 
infinity. The regular visitor to the 
departments, where the corridors ure 
crowded with sleek, well fed negro 
messengers, not one of whom aggre- 
gates one day's work inthe course of a 
month, comes to feel contempt for the 
negro who is constantly on the lookout 
for such positions whore the pay is 
good and the duties are light. But 
the negro is not so much to blamo as 
the party that pats him on the Gov- 
ernment payroll without requiring 
services in return. 

Nergo men with white wives are 
not so very rare in the District of Col- 
umbia. It is said that a negro who 
has a good position in one of the de- 
partments is the husband of a white 
woman. This coaple recently created 
a sensation by taking a house ina 
portion of the city occupied solely by 
whites, and the lease had to be can- 
celed because of the opposition. Fred 
Douglass and his wife used to be seen 
on the streets of Washington every 
day. It is a remarkable fact that no- 
body can be found in Washington who 
ever saw a white man with a negro 
wife.— Washington Correspondence 
Richmond Times Dispatch.

He complains that “so few of the writers who cleverly point out 
the social sores seem to have any kind of salve in their hands.“ In his re- 
marks on ‘‘social reforms’* he says; They seem to have gone back to the old 
time Theology. They seek to apply to society, as a whole, the methods 
which failed with the individual. They expose in countless pages of maga- 
zines and newspapers, the sordid arid depressing rottenness of our politics; 
the remorseless corruption of our great financiers and business men, who are 
bribing legislatares—who are bresking laws, and who are bribing Judges 
and juries. They show us the growth of business graft, the gangrene of dis- 
honesty among honorable people, the depressing increase in the number of 
bribe givers and bribe takerd#.’’ 

His ground of protest seema to be that this Literature of Exposure“ 
Rives no remedy. He says, It exposes Hot defesta In the social system, but 
humanity itself, by the denunciation of Sountless number of individuals, who 
do real or fancied wrongs. It takes the Whole burden of responsibility from 
the shoulders of society, and throws it all on the individual, instead of mak- 
ing a just apportionment of the load. The inherent defect with much of the 
Literature of Exposure, is that it existe merely for the shocks it gives, and 
is of no turther profit to the community."’ 


His Aromen May Mislead. 


This writer. after criticising the newspaper exposure, and repeating a 
summary of the exposures, which though correct, sometimes exaggerated in 
form, for the sake of the shock to the commuuity, seems to leave ‘the social 
sores“ as he found them, without ‘‘salve'’’ or lotion. Carried too far his 
position means too muach—that crimes and criminals should not be exposed, 
lest the community be „shocked, “% à The condition that begets crime is bad; 
but concealment is worse than i re, aia hidden sore is worse than an 
eruption. lt is the Divine order; our sins shall find you out.“ It is the 
‘‘secret sina’' of the politician that the people should fear. His, is not the 
prayer of the Psalmist Oleause Thou me of secret faults.“ But he praya, 
Expose me not to publio gaze, and I will dwell in the tabernacles of the 
mighty all the daya of my life, and verily I shall fool the people and they 
shall call me smart and I shall be grbat in their sight.“ 

Newspaper criticism ts the dréad of the politicians as of othe: evil doors. 
Cardinal Gibbons in a recent Interview referred to this, and while ho ad- 
mitted that it was not the highest influence, and the fear of it did not beget 
in men the best of motives, its deterrent effect was wholesome. No doubt 
the corruptionist will admit that érposure is altogether bad and dangerous, 


for him. 
Publicity. A Remedy, 


This writer seems to offer Bo adequate remedy, but we submit that ex- 
posure itself is a remedy preventive more than curative, probably. The pub- 
lio trial of the criminal exposes him to himself and to the community, and 
if it faila to reform him, it becomes a warning to others and is educational 
in teaching the people what the crlininal law is, and its object’ ‘Ignorance 
of the law excuses no one, is a legal maxim, and therefore the laws should 
not be written at the topof a monument where the people can not see them, 
as Nero did, nor hidden away. 

Newspaper exposure is a form of agitation which is essential to reform. 
Let them tell the community, and the community can apply tho ‘‘salve.’’ 
If the leading citizen ls disposed to reform, let by gones be forgotten; but if 
the people find him unworthy of farther public confidence, they can consign 
him to the limbo of private life. Publicity is the recognized remedy for cor- 
porate evila; why not for other public evils? IC it fails asa corrective for 
wrong doors, it is a healthy preventative for others not yet gone wrong. 

We doubt not that Senator Depew, though he has committed no crimo 
against the civil law, would gladly give up his place in the U. S. Senate for 
the place he held in the public esteem, six months ago. Yet some of our 
most prominent and influential oltizens have committed crimes in politics, in 
comparison with which the offenses of Senators Depew and Mitchell seem 
insignificant. The people are not ‘‘shocked’’ because #0 little exposure is 
given of their offenses and so much publicity is given to their influence. 
Concealment is the friend of vice and the foe of virtue. 


The Writer’s Attitude Not Altogether Philosophical. 


He is u philosophical in making a distinction between the commun- 
ity’’ and the ‘‘individual,’’ that constitutes the community; between ‘'so- 
ciety' and the individual who are ita constituents parta; between the social 
syatem'’ and ‘‘humauity’’ that makes and manages the system. 

A community or society is not conceivable aside from its individual un- 
its; a social system is not workable except by individuala; and humanity is 
purely abstract without human beings. 

Sir Thomas More created an imaginary social system, Invented an island 
in which to apply it, and peopled it with imaginary beings, who worked his 
system according to hia altruistic principles. Tie Golden Rule is a rule of 
conduct between single individuals. ‘'‘ Return good for evil,'' is a rule for 
private wrongs; but a publio wrong is one committed against a community or 
commonwealth; and experience haa taught mankind, that society can only be 
preserved by applying a publio remedy; that ia a rule of enforced restraint, 
or the law of force for the public wrong doers. 

As the writer referred to, says, It ia important to the community as it 
is to the Individual, that ita capacity for being shocked with itself should 
remain un-impaired.'' But that is no reason for with-holding the shock 
when necessity requires it; but it is a reason for eternal vigilance on the part 
of individuals and the whole community. J. E. E.

NOTES ON THE RASPBERRY 


Attention to Detalls Brings Big Crops 
and Fine Fruit. 

After many years’ experience in 
growing raspberries, I find no soil 
more satisfactory than a good mellow 
loam with a clay subsoil. If the clay 
subsoil has a little mixture of gravel 
with it, so much the better. 

The Gregg Diack raspVerry is an old 
timer that I find gives best results 
when a good coat of barnyard manure 
la scattered around the hills early in 
the spring. If you are rushed with 
work in early spring the winter is 
just as well on level ground. 

The Loudon red raspberry would be 
all right if it were not subject to root 
gahl, and on this account I wish that 
it could be discarded from the list of 
good sorts. It undoubtedly would 
have been discarded before this had it 
not been profitable for nurserymen to 
offer the plants for sale, as much 
money was back of the varicty to 
boom it. 

If your raspberries are not doing as 
well for you as in past seasons possl- 
bly you are not keeping watch for the 
anthracnose sort of coppery looking 
spots and slight dents in the bark of 
the fruiting canes. If the hills are 
young I cut out the canes that are 
diseased, If old plants then I find the 
best plan is to dig them out and burn 
the brush. 

A mistake that many growers make 
is to plant out too large an acreage 
of raspberries. Raspberries as well 
as any of the other bush frults, need 
better care than generally is given 
them. A certain grower reasoned this 
way: “I will put out a good big lot 
of them and cultivate three or four 
times and then let them take care of 
themselves.” The fruits of this man's 
labor was just about what one might 
expect—a berry inferior in size, 25 
per cent of a crop and a class of ber- 
ries that generally causes a glut in the 
market. 

If the large acreage man would set 
out one-half the acreage he had in 
mind then scatter plenty of manure 
around the hills and work it Into the 
soll thoroughly he would realize more 
clear profit. 

The best results in manuring the 
raspberry are secured by applying the 
manure each season. Don't think it 
will do to let the first season's appli- 
cation do for three or four years, but 
apply It Uberally, each/season, and it 
will surprise you to find out how much 
you can grow even on a small plot of 
ground of this fruit. 

It is unwise to cultivate raspberries 
late In the season. Plenty of time 
should be given for the new fruiting 
canes to ripen up before winter sets 
in thus enabling the plants to be har- 
dy enough to stand a very cold win- 
tor. 

Plenty of humus or vegetable mold 
in the soll is congenial to the rasp- 
berries as it grows a strong healthy 
cane early in tho season. 

As easy as it la to start a new patch 
of raspberries I would have a new 
one coming on so that I could dig up 
the old one after it had given me 
three or four crops.

Prevention of Chiorosis in Trees. 

The use of sulphate of iron for the 
prevention of chlorosis is commented 
upon, this chemical being used not 
only to water about the roots, but also 
as @ spray to the leaves. When used 
in too strong a solution; it frequently 
injures the follage to a very consider- 
able extent. 

A treatment Is described which con- 
sists of thoroughly spraying the trees 
late In autumn with a concentrated 
solution of copper sulphate. This 
treatment has been successfully ap- 
plied in a number of Instances, and it 
is further recommended for the horl- 
zontal branches of the trees that, cut- 
ting through the bark at intervals of 
about a foot, will ald in admitting 
the iron salt to the tree and obtain 
more rapid results. Another method 
mentioned is that of boring small 
holes into the affected trees and put- 
ting from 4 to 12 gm. of sulphate of 
fron into the tree trunk. 


Apple and Cherry Trees. 

Apple and cherry trees should ordl- 
narily be sprayed three times each 
season: (1) Just before the blossoms 
open; (2) immediately after the blos- 
soms fall; (3) seven to ten days after 
the second application. The best ma- 
terial to use is the combined mixture 
of Bordeaux and Paris green, consist- 
ing of four pounds copper sulphate, 
four pounds lime, and four ounces 
Paris green to fifty gallons of water. 
The lime is slaked in water and dilut- 
ed to twenty-five gallons. The cop- 
per sulphate is dissolved and like- 
wise diluted to twenty-five gallons. 
The Paris green, previously mixed 
with a small quantity of water, is 
added to the diluted lime mixture. 
Then the diluted lime and the diluted 
copper sulphate are poured together 
and thoroughly stirred. 


Indian Superstitions. 

The Indian believes there are boa 
constrictors in the streams of North 
America, also that the South Ameri- 
can tapir lives in North America.

He also believes he can cure 
any snake bite on earth, from a 
Bround rattler to a velvet tall or dia- 
mond rattler. An Indian never was 
known to go mad from a dog bite 
or die from a rattler’s bite, while 
other races succumb to the venom of 
a snake or go mad from the bite of 
a rabid dog. 

Tho Indian, when in battle and fa- 
tally wounded, believes that if bis 
medicine man can reach him with his 
bitter medicine before he dies It will 
Rive him instant relief and he will 
be able to escape from the battle 
feld. He thinks every. man is honest

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JAPANEGE FINE ARMY SURGERY. 
Effective Diecipline Better Maintained 
When Surgeon le An Officer. 

Major Seaman said that the Sur- 
geon General of the army should be 
at least a major general. Without 
rank and prestige he said the medical 
officers of the army would be unable 
to enforce the respect and discipiine 
necessary for effective service. A 
lack of such rank and prestige was 
the curse of the British medical ser- 
vice, which, in his opinion, is as far 
behind the Japanese as is the Amer- 
ican. 

Major Seaman relates his observa- 
tions of. the medical service of the 
Japanese army during the Manchurian 
campaign. He sald:— 

“We are not to be compared with 
the Japanese in medical and sanitary 
organization. They have a medical 
director of thelr army who ranks as 
a lieutenant general. They have six 
officers who rank as major generals, 
They have one who ranks as a brig- 
adier general With every 20,000 men 
in the line, and they have the power 
to enforce their orders. I was at 
Hiroshima last summer when 9,860 
men were brought from thefront. Of 
that number only 34 died. The vast 
majority of them got well and were 
returned to the front. 

There were 1,106 brought to Tokio— 
a great many stretcher cases—and of 
that number not a single man died, 
although they were shot in almost 
every possible way. Six of them had 
bullets through the brain in different 
directions. Nine had bullets through 
their chests. Six had bullets through 
thelr abdomen, the point of exit and 
entrance being discernible in all 
cases. And they all got well. That 
was because they were fed on a ration 
that is a rational ration, and they 
did not have their systems loaded 
with uric acid and other elements 
that excite inflammation after injury 
and cause death. 

“It is much too early to sumbit 
statistical proof, but from careful ob- 
servation I venture to predict the 
records of the Japanese hospitals will 
show a large reduction in the per- 
centage of mortality from casualties, 
especially in penetrating wounds of 
the skull, chest and abdomen, and in- 
juries to osseous structures; indeed, 
of every variety of wounds except per- 
haps those of the spinal cord, when 
compared with the statistics of former 
wars.—New York Herald. 


Origin of the Deadly Yellow Perll. 
The discovery of yellow fever, ac- 
cording to a student of the disease 
in this city, dates back to the first 
years of the discovery of America, 
when the disease broke out among the 
sailors of Columbus in San Domingo. 
But tho first authentic account Is of 
an epidemic which occurred in the 
Barbados in 1647. Since then innum- 
erable epidemics have ravaged the 
cities of North and South America, 
Central America, and even Europe. 

During the Napoleonic wars tho 
most extensive epidemics occurred. In 
1800 Cadiz was visited by this 
scourge, which attacked 48,000 out of 
67,000, 8,000 dying In a few months. 
One of the worst epidemics which 
has ever ravaged the United States 
occurred In 1853 and extended along 
the Atlantic const through all tho 
Southern states and as far north as 
Rhode Island. One hundred and 
twenty-five thousand persons were 
stricken, more than 20,000 dying of 
the disease. 

A peculiarity of the germ of yellow 
fover is that it may be carried long 
distances and preserve its vitality for 
months. During the epidemic of 1800 
In Cadiz there was an instance of this. 
A native fleeing from the Infected 
city went to his villa in Medina Si- 
donia, and there died of the dise ze 
on his arrival. The house was imme 
diately closed and the following war 
the articles of clothing and furniture 
were sold to a dealer ln junk. He 
died of yellow fever in a few days 
and the epidemic which followed was 
directly traced to this case. 

The Infected trunk of a man who 
had died in the Barbados of the dis- 
caso was tho beginning of the out- 
break in Philadelphia in 1741. 

The effects of this man, a Mr. Bing - 
ham, were sent out from the place 
where he died and the germs had 
enough vitality in them when the 
trunk was unpacked to lead to a dis- 
astrous outbreak. Individuals of all 
ages and races are attacked. It was 
at one time thought that the creole 
was immune, but this is found tot p 
mistake. The negro is not as sus pè 
tible as the white man, but he Is y 
no means exempt. One attack, as a 
rule, seems to render the victim 
immune for life, though the im- 
munity may be lost by a prolongod 
stay In a northern climate. Ye' ow 
fever is a hot-weather disease., beng 
most prevalent in June, July and 
August. One or two frosts may ar- 
rest an epidemic, though it may re- 
appear on the return of warm 
weather.

NEW. MAGHINE SHOPS  |NEGROES IN WASHINGTON| Y 


Of R. D. Grier Completed And Now Occu- 
pled. Comprises An Equipment And 
Arrangement Perfected By 
Experience. 


The new machine shops of Mr. R. 
D. Grier are now completed and the 
machinery i; being gradually moved, 
in, work going on in both the new 
and the old bujldings. The new build- 
ing which was commenced in March is 
of brick, two story, the main part be- 
ing 80x40 feet, with an octagon front 
forming the offices. On the left is 
Mr. Grier's private office while the 
right is fitted up as the general office, 
a telephone booth and lavatory heing 
connected. The lower floor of the 
main building is the machine shop 
which is fitted up with a new boiler 
and new engine of larger capacity 
manufactured by A. B. Farquhar Co., 
of York, Pa. This engine, which is 
of the Ajax pattern rans almost noise- 
lessly. Hoisting cranes, elevator, drills 
and lathes of the most approved style 
are aids to the best work. The build 
ing which was designed from 81 years 
experience by Mr. Grier himself is 
one of the best arranged in the coun- 
try. The light which is plentiful, 
falls directly on the point of work, the 
machines being s» placed that this is 
possible. Electric lights illuminate 
the building when needed, the current 
being obtained as in the past two yeara 
from a private dynamo in the shops. 

The upper floor is a storage room 
with a pattern room partitioned off. 
An ell from the main building furn- 
ishes space for blacksmith shop and 
boiler room. 

The building formerly occupied by 
the shops ie to be used principally as 
a Wate house but a portion of the 
machine work will be done there, the 
foundry remaining in the same place. 

_ Steam will be carried from the new 
boiler to the engine in the old build- 
ing by an underground pipe thu; fur- 
nishing power for such machinery as 
will remain, among which isthe large 
nine ton lathe for turning off steel 
tires of locomotive driving wheels. 

Since 1888 Mr. Grier has increased 
his business from $3,000 a year to about 
$60,000 a year and with the greatly 
enlarged storage space and new shop 
he expecta to still farther increase this 
already large output. He will carry 
a larger stock of mill supplies besides

There is no place on this earth quite 
so sweet to the average negro as the 
City of Washington. It isa negro 
paradise, a promised land to those who 
long to come and those who arrive 
have to admit ita a land of fulfillment. 
The negro has all his rights here and 
some more. He generally manages to 
occupy rather more than the space a 
passenger is expected to take in a street 
car, and he needs more room on the 
sidewalk than is taken by the Anglo 
Saxon. I have frequently seen every 
white man standing in a car in order 
that the women may have seats, and at 
the same time several women hanging 
to straps, while big, strong negroes 
had ocmfortable scats. I have often 
seen negro men in Washington keep 
their their seats when white women 
entered a crowded car, and allow them 
to stand though every white man was 
on his feet. 

But when a negro woman entered 
the darkies wonld rise at once and 
offer their seats to their dusky fem- 
infinity. The regular visitor to the 
departments, where the corridors are 
crowded with sleek, well fed negro 
messengeri, not one of whom aggre- 
gates one day's work in the course of a 
month, comes to feel contempt for the 
negro who is constantly on the lookout 
for such positions where the pay is 
good and the duties are light. But 
the negro is not so much to blame as 
the party that pats him on the Gov- 
ernment payroll without requiring 
services in return. 

Nergo men with white wives are 
not so very rare in the District of Col- 
umbia. It is said thata negro who 
has a good position in one of the de- 
partments is the husband of a white 
woman. This coaple recently created 
a sensation by taking a house ina 
portion of the city occupied solely by 
whites, and the lease had to be can- 
celed because of the opposition. Fred 
Douglass and his wife used to be seen 
on the streets of Washington every 
day. It is a remarkable fact that no- 
body can be found in Washington who 
ever saw a white man with a negro 
wife.— Washington Correspondence

Exposure And ls Gritic—Publicity The Cure Fer Public Evis—Tern On 
The Light—Newspaper Criticism The Terror of Evii Dears. J 


But few subjects are attracting more attention from the secular press, 
magazines and the great dailies, than corruption; and that is because corrup- 
tion in Politica ia the most insidious and dangerous form of tyranny. Orimes 
in high places have become so prevalent, that, a wiiterin the ATLANTIC 
MONTHLY has raised a protest against what he calls the Literature of Ex- 
posure.'’ He complains that “so few of the writers who cleverly point out 
the social sores seem to have any kind of salve in their hands. In his re- 
marks on ‘‘social reforms“ he says; They seem to have gone back to the old 
time Theology. They seek to apply to society, as a whole, the methods 
which failed with the individual, They expose in countless pages of maga- 
zines and newspapers, the sordid arid depressing rottenness of our politics; 
the remorseless corruption of our great financiers and business men, who are 
bribing legislatures—who are bresking laws, and who are bribing Judges 
and joriea. They show us the growth of business graft, the gangrene of dis- 
honesty among honorable people, the depressing increase in the number of 
bribe givers and bribe takers. 

His ground of protest seems to be that this ‘‘Literature of Exposure“ 
gives no remedy. He says, It exposes Mot defects in the social system, but 
humanity itself, by the denunciation of Sonntlesd number of individuals, who 
do real or fancied wrongs. It takes the whole burden ot responsibility from 
the shouldera of society, and throws it all on the individual, instead of mak- 
ing a just apportionment of the load. The inherent defect with much of the 
Literature of Exposure, la that it exista merely for the shocks it gives, 
is of no turther profit to the oommunity. 


Wis Are, May Mislead. 


Thia writer. after criticising the newspaper exposure, and repeating a 
summary of tho exposures, which though correct, sometimes exaggerated in 
form, for the sake of the shock to the community, seems to leave ‘the social 
sores“ as he found them, without ‘‘salve’’ or lotion. Carried too far his 
Position means too much that crimes and criminals should not be exposed, 
lest the community be „shocked.“ The condition that begets crime is bad; 
but concealment is worte than di re, asa hidden sore is worse than an 
eruption. It is the Divine order; our sins shall find you out.“ It is the 
‘‘secret sins’’ of the politician that the people should fear. His, is not the 
prayer of the Psalmist ‘‘Cleanse Thou me of secret faults. But he praya, 
Expose me not to public gaze, and I will dwell in the tabernacles of the 
mighty all the daya of my life, and verily I shall fool the people and they 
shall call me smart and I shall be grbat in their sight.“ 

Newspaper criticism is the dréad of the politicians as of othe: evil doors. 
Cardinal Gibbons in a recent Interview referred to this, and while ho ad- 
mitted that it was not the highest influence, and the fear of it did not beget 
in men the best of motives, its deterrent effect was wholesome. No doubt 
the corruptionist will admit that ézposure is altogether bad and dangerous, 


for him. 
Publicity A Remedy, 


This writer seems to offer no adequate remedy, but we submit that ex- 
posure itself is a remedy preventive more than curative, probably. The pub- 
lio trial of the criminal exposes him to himself and to the community, and 
if it fails to reform him, it becomes a warning to others and is educational 
in teaching the people what the crfininal law is, and its object’ ‘‘ Ignorance 
of the law excuses no one, is a legal maxim, and theiefore the laws should 
not be written at the topof a monument where the people can not see them, 
as Nero did, nor hidden away. ° 

Newspaper exposure ia a form of agitation which is essential to reform. 
Let them tell the community, and the community can apply the ‘‘salve.’’ 
If the leading citizen is disposed to reform, let by gones be forgotten; but if 
the people find him unworthy of farther public confidence, they can consign 
him to the limbo of private life. Publicity is the recognized remedy for cor- 
porate evils; why not for other public evils? If it falle as a corrective for 
wrong doers, it is a healthy preventative for others not yet gone wrong. 

We doubt not that Senator Depew, though he has committed no erime 
against the civil law, would gladly give up his place in the U. 8. Senate for 
the place he held in the public esteem, six months ago. Yet some of our 
most prominent and influential oltisens have committed crimes in politics, in 
comparison with which the offenses of Senators Depew and Mitchell seem 
insignificant. The people are not ‘‘shocked'’ because ao little exposure is 
given of their offenses and so much publicity is given to their influence. 
Concealment is the friend of vice and the foe of virtue. 


The Writer’s Attitude Not Altogether Philosophical. 

He is uaphilosophical in making a distinction between the commun- 
ity’' and the ‘‘individual,’’ that constitutes the community; between ''so- 
ciety’' and the individual who are ita constituents parts; between the social 
syatem'' and ‘‘humanity’’ that makes and manages the system. 

A community or society ia not conceivable aside from its individual un- 
its; a social system is not workable except by individuals; and humanity is 
purely abstract without human beings. 

Sir Thomas More created an imaginary social system, invented an island 
in which to apply it, and peopled it with imaginary beings, who worked his 
system according to hia altruistio principles. Tio Golden Rule is a rule of 
conduct between single individuals. ‘‘ Return good for evil,“ is a rule for 
private wrongs; but a publio wrong is one committed against a community or 
commonwealth; and experience has taught mankind, that society can only be 
preserved by applying a public remedy; that is a rule of enforced restraint, 
or the law of force for the public wrong doers. 

As the writer referred to, says, It is important to the community as it 
is to the individual, that ita capacity for being shocked with itself should 
remain un-impaired.'' But that is no reason for with-holding the shock 
when necessity requires it; but it is a reason for eternal vigilance on the part 
of individuals and the whole community. J. E. E.

Many have been the schemes cvolv 
ed fora safe and practical metho! for 
coaling at sea, but the history of 
these interesting attempts siepe to 
date back only to 1883, when Liou- 
tenant R. S. Lowry, R. N. proposed 
that a number of coal boxe : shoul! be 
built, each having a cap cite of ono 
ton. These boxes were to have nir- 
tight compartments so that they 
could not sink. and were to be pissed 
from a collier to the ships by meins 
of a line, when they were to be h st- 
ed to the deck, emptied and retu- od 
This device was never tried, prob ibly 
for the reason that it was deemed im- 
practicable. its operation being too 
slow and complex to meet the require- 
the British navy was the first to pro- 
pose the transmission rope method 
which he did in ISSS when he sug-f 
gested that the stern mast of the 
warship and toremost of the collier 
be connected by a suspended cable, 
just as though they were immovably

weight. 

By this arrangement the motion of 


| the vessels was counteracted to a con- 


siderable extent. When it was desirea 
to transfer a bag of coal it was holst- 
ed to the masthead, where it was at- 
tached to the cable, when It readily 
traversed the length of the lutte, by 
gravity, the rope being somewhat In- 
clined. 

But at least a beginning had been 
made, and in March, 1898, Just prior 
to our war with Spain, Mr. J. J. W I. 
ward, a naval constructor of the C it- 
ed States navy,, with a prophetic in- 
sight, submitted a plan to Secretiry 
Long. which he recommended. and 
that had been drawn up for him by 
Mr. Spencer Miller, engineer of tha 
Lidgerwood Manufacturing company 
of New York, for an installation to 
be placed on board a colller and by 
which the vessel could coal uny of 
the warships of our navy in the open 
nen. 

Negotions between the various par- 
es interested were long continued, 
and not until Admiral Schicy had sent 
his famous telegram was the wor! of 
construction really commenced; nt 
by this time the history of the Span- 
ish-American war had been made and 
written; the lessons it had taught 
were vividly Impressed upon not only 
our naval authorities, but those abroad 
as well, for experiments were imme- 
diately begun in France, England and 
Japan. When the Spanish fleet did 
emerge from the Bay of Santlago 
there were only eleven of our ships on 
blockade duty, while three other ves- 
sels, representing an outlay of narly 
$10,000,000, were at Guantanamo, for- 
ty-five miles away, coaling ship. 

The full-sized apparatus was com-

Probably because he believed that 
Bhe had complained to the conductor 
of a trolley car that he was smoking 
on a forward seat, a light colored ne- 
gro followed Miss Eliza Henner and 
attacked her ata late hour Monday 
night in Whitney avenue, near Canner 
Street, New Haven, Conn. 

He grabbed her by her hair and 
pulled out her combs, throwing her to 
the pavement so that she cut her fore 
bead. Miss Henner is a domestic in 
the family of James K ingsley Blake. 
She is 19 yearsold. The attack was 
made within a short distance of where 
several women, one a Yale professor's 
daughter, were attacked last summer. 
The police worked all day but at night 
admitted that they had no good clues. 
Mis Henner is uncertain in her de 
scription of her assailant. 


This is only one of dozens of the less

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KEEP POULTRY FOR PROFIT. 


Money In Proper Care and Feeding i 


for Farmers. 

One of the main reasons that more 
money is not made out of poultry is 
the careless way in which the chick- 
ens are treated. They are looked upon 
as scavengers, and as a rule, they go 
hungry. When the young chicks are 
fed it is too often the case that in- 
stead of placing thelr feed on clean 
boards where the chicks can easily 
get at it, the feed is dumped down 
amid the dirt and refuse of the coop. 
This can easily be rectified by the use 
of old plates, ple dishes or other 
cooking utensils which are unfit for 
use in the kitchen. These should be 
thoroughly rinsed out before the {ved 
is put in them, and it will be surpris- 
ing at the rapid development the 
dainty little chicks make when thus 
treated. 

The poultry should be treated as if 
it were profitable and not as a nu's- 
ance. Instead of giving the pon ry 
any kind of an old house for shelter. 
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care should be taken that the house is 
kept warm and has nearly a summer 
condition as is possible without us- 
ing artificial heat. 

Ihe perches should be regularly 
and thoroughly cleaned and ofled, the 
pests renewed and the house white- 
washed Inside and out. Instead of a 
board floor on which trash is allowed 
to accumulate week after week, dev- 
eral inches of. he bart should be re- 
moved and replaced with sand, topped 
with gravel. Plenty of cut green bone, 
charcoal or pounded glass or china 
dishes should be kept where it is ac- 
cersible to the poultry at all times, 
The most successful poullrymen pre- 
fer to feed grain at Intervals through- 
out the day. The grain is fed in a 
litter of straw in order that the chick- 
ens may get the needed exercise in 
scratching for the grain, Skim milk 
should be given in abundance, as It 
contains one of the beat protein foods. 
Chickens should be fed as regularly 
as a work horse, the doy, or the 
ranchman himself. If the proper care 
la exercised with the poultry it will 
soon be found that in proportion to 
the cust of keeping. the poultry will 
yield as much or more revenue as is 
realized from any other industry on 
the ranch. 


Good Housing Necessary. 

Guod housing adds to the comfort 
and cheerfulness of the fowls; It con- 
ditiuns them bodily and subsequeatly 
stimulates the production of eggs at a 
time when eggs are in demand at a 
premium. Hot, highly seasoned, stim- 
uluting foods may contribute some- 
thing toward the production of bodily 
heat; which, is, of course, essential 
to the growth and development of the 
egg; but the natural, steady, even 
bodily warmth is no longer present 
when the hot, stimulating mash is 
brought on. We must look to re- 
Bources other than the pepper box If 
we would induce activity In the action 
of the egg functions; it is the herlthy 
action induced by scratching and ex- 
ercising that properly diffuses bortily 
heat and causes the egg organs to 
perform their natural work. 


Don't Start Too Large. 

A great many failures result 
from starting on too large a scale; it 
is better to be sure you can make it 
profitable in a small way before you 
attempt large things. After you are 
sure that you understand the business 
in its details, you are ready to make 
a larger business profitable. There is 
much in every industry that can be 
learned only by experience, and this 
is especially true of poultry culture. 


Scratching Shed. 

The scratching shed la not an abso- 
lute necessity In connection with the 
roosting room, provided the poultry 
keeper numbers his flock proportion- 
ately to the size or capacity of the 
roosting apartment. It is well to ar- 
range curtaina that can be dropped 
about the roost platform at night 
which protects the birds from 
draughts that are sure to exist ut 
tines. The poultry house need not be 
elaborate in design, nor expensive in 
construction; It should be bulit In a 
manner that will insure warmth with- 
out artificial heat.

How Two Missouri Towns Got Thelr 
Names. 

Nearly eighty years ago, when the 
Presidential struggle between Clay 
and Jackson was at (ts height, it Is 
related that a band of emigrants from 
Kentucky, and the then other West- 
ern States, commenced to settle on 
the north side of the Missouri River 
and called their county Clay and the 
county seat Liberty. 

At the same time another lot of 
emigrants from Virginia and other 
Southern States pitched their tents on 
the south side of the Big Muddy and 
called thelr county Jackson and the 
capital Independence. And so it re- 
mains to thie day, Clay stood for lib- 
erty and Jackson for independence. 


The Cost of Mining Shafts. 

Even as far back as seventy-five 
years the cost of sinking coal mine 
shafts In England varied from $50,000 
to $75,000. With the greater dopth 
required as the upper veins of coal 
‘vere worked out, the cost increased. 
la 1857 $290,000 was spent in sinking 
u shaft at the Haswell Colliery in Dur- 
bam, and a quicksand that could not 
be conquered with the appliances and 
methods of that day, finally caused 
the abandonment of the bore. At 
Murton Colliery, not far from Has- 
well, $1,500,000 was spent in sinking 
three shafts, which were completed 
when 1,488 feet deep. 

Improved methods of dealing with 
water-bearing strata have made more 
modern shafts less costly than those 
of the middle of the last century—leas 
cosily both actually and proportion- 
ately.

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SOME THINGS | HAVE LEARNED. 


Address Before Nebraska Dairymen's 
Association by J. A. Harris. 

That the dairy business can not be 
learned in one day, one month, or one 
year, even if one does read all he can 
about the business. Reading about 
the dairy, and running the dairy are 
two different things. There are 
things we must practice, before we 
will learn them. Milking- ia one of 
the things; we become expert only by 
practice. One who can start and milk 
a steady gait, will have better results 
than the one that milks fast, then 
slow, then fast again. We must learn 
a steady gait and as fast as it is pos- 
sible for us to keep it up, till the cow 
is milked dry. Feedigg is another 
thing we must expe before we 
can feed successfully. each cow 
wants and the quanti e wants, we 
must learn by actual pfactice. 

It is almost impossible to buy a 
number one dairy cow; she is seldom, 
if ever, for sale, and if she is for 
sale, a friend or neighbor will get 
her. We can not tell the value of a 
dairy cow until we have milked her 
through one period of lactation and 
used the scales and tester in deter- 
mining the quantity and quality of 
milk. She may have a perfect shaped 
body and udder, and yet be defective 
in some way. She may have the self- 
milking habit, a kicker, a breachy 
cow, or hold her milk and not let it 
come down as she should, or some 
other habit that would make her an 
unprofitable cow. The safest way is 
to raise the dairy herd by careful se- 
lection of dam and sire. and using 
only the very best milk strain to be 
had. 

I have learned that a cow will fall 
to yleld her owner a profit on an 
empty stomach and the shady side of 
a barb wire fence for shelter. She 
must be satisfied with both feed and 
shelter for twenty-four hours a day, 
seven days a week and fifty-two 
weeks In a year, in order to be profit- 
able. 

1 have learned in the past season 
that my cows, running in the pasture, 
would fall off gradually for four or 
five weeks, then after a good shower 
they go back to their former yield per 
day. If I had supplied them with feed 
during that time, my profit would 
have been much greater. 

That it pays to get a good milk 
breed. They are generally of a kind- 
er disposition and when you feed a 
dairy cow, she will show it in the 
milk part and not in laying on of 
flesh; with the half bred it Is just the 
reverse. 

That it pays better to run a dairy 
without a dog. The cows are quieter. 
A dog, that will nip their heels, will 
cause kicky cows. 

That it pays to keep the cows 
clean, and also the stable by having 
a floor of some kind and a gutter 
about six or elght Inches deep and 
sixteen or eighteen inches wide be- 
hind the cows; it is an easy matter 
to keep the cow and stable clean. 
The barn should be cleaned both 
morning and night.—Ranch = and 
Range. 


French Milk Production. 

From a description from a well 
known farm near Paris it la interest- 
ing to note the care employed in all 
the details of milk production. Rath- 
er high-priced cows are kept, costing 
sometimes 3200 each. Every cow 18 
groomed dally and the udder washed, 
The cows are subjected to the tuber- 
culln test but the disease does not 
seem to be common in that region or 
in any part of the principal dairy 
sections of France, The milking cows 
recelve daily from sixty-five to ninety 
pounds of mangels, or some green for- 
age, with 4% pounds of gluten meal 
and about two pounds cach of bran 
and Winseed oll cake. In winter the 
quantity of oll cake is doubled and 
clover hay is fed liberally. Besides 
this ration the cows are fed oat straw 
twice dally. Spring water, which 18 
warmed in winter, is supplicd twice a 
day.—Farm and Field. 


Water Calves. 

Calves can swill down a lot of wat- 
er when a person has to carry It to 
them, as I have to do. Alfalfa hay 
seems to give them greater thirst. than 
any other kind of feed. When feed- 
ing it altogether each calf gets away 
with about twenty-four quarts of 
water daily but we do not have to 
carry it over three rods. This is a 
new pen with a big barn intervening 
and thus it is not convenient to pipe 
the water.

New York Milk Market. 

In order to secure certification of 
bis milk by the milk commission of 
New York City the dairyman must 
have a clean cement floor stable, with 
whitewashed walls and abundant 
windows, Cows must be sponged and 
their talls scrubbed before each milk- 
ing. White sults must be worn by at- 
tendants, bottles and utensils scalded 
and filled bottles kept on ice and 
shipped only in refrigerator cars.
